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The present article will present phases of the accusative 
in Livy so far as it refers to the nouns and pronouns 
construed with verbs and prepositions. A full presenta- 
tion of the accusative would involve much more. There 
is a host of words once used as verbal objectives which 
have become verbal associates. Prominent among these 
are the accusative-adverbs, noticeably those in -:z7 (see 
Archiv g, p. 77 seqq.; Neue IL?, p. 547 seqq.), and accu- 
sative-particles introducing clauses, as cum, dum and quod. 
The supines in -z;7, as one of the forms used in express- 
ing finality have already been given; see A. J. P. ro, 
p. 262 seqq. Canter, the Infinitive Construction in Livy 
(J. H. U. dissertation) gives the different phases of the 
infinitive usage, and its extent can be judged from the 
fact (pp. 90 and 9r) that the simple infinitive occurs with 
217 verbs and expressions, and the subject accusative and 
infinitive with 495. The latter is the sentence used as 
object, while the object-clauses are freely given with ut; 
see Steele Ut, Ne, Quin and Quominus in Livy. These 
give us chiefly indirect imperatives as well as effected 
actions, and with them may be mentioned the affected 
elements given in the indirect questions. 

There are many instances in which a question is stated 
indirectly when associated with some verb of knowing or 
of similar meaning. These though not accusatives have 
been influenced by the main verb, and may be considered 
as object questions. The list of main expressions is a long 
one, and the questions themselves are introduced by various 
particles, as in 33, 20, 13 persequi, ut quaeque acta .. 
sint; 41, 25, g quo quaeque modo gesta sint, persequi; 
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33, 10, 3 quidnam pararent incertus; 40, 8 2 quaenam ea 
maestitia esset interrogaret; 44, 26, 10 1. ecquid aurum 
... secum advexisset; 39, 11, 4 percunctatus est ecquam 
anum Aebutiam nosset; 39, 5, 10 quantum impenderet 
permisit; 44, 38, 4 recognoscat ... quam multa pro hoste 
et adversus nos fuerint; 45, 13, 13 commemoravit quot 
pedites equitesque, quot elephantos, quantum frumenti ... 
misisset; 41, 6, 1 compararent uter eorum ... Romam 
rediret; 39, 55, 5 nec satis constabat utrum Latinam an 
civium Romanorum deduci placeret; 44, 22, g ubi castra 
locanda sint sciant, quae loca praesidiis. occupanda, quando 
aut quo saltu intranda Macedonia, ubi horrea ponenda, 
qua terra, mari subvehatur commeatus, quando cum hoste 
manus conserendae; quando quiesse melius sit. The in- 
terrogative pronoun is used most freely, though other 
particles are fairly well represented. 

As a result of the omission of the antecedent, the rela- 
tive clause is often the object, while the relative itself 
may be in the accusative within the clause. Instances 
are scattered throughout the work: 5, 9, 6 facient, quae 
censet senatus; 45, 12, 6; 6, 1, 1 quae... gessere... 
exposui; 6, 7, 6 quod quisque didicit ac consuevit, faciet; 
10, 13, 12 dei adprobent quod agitis ac facturi estis; 21, 
18, 12 quod diu parturit animus vester, aliquando pariat; 
23, 42, 8 quae . . . acciderunt, . . . referre possumus; 26, 
44, 7 imperat quae in rem sunt; 29, 17, 17 audire quae 
passi sumus; 30, 42, 2 purgantium quae questi sunt; 33, 
17, 10 obstruere quae patefacta ruinis erant; 35, 49, 5 quae 
modo audiebatis, narrant; 41, 24, 3 nuntiat quae occulte 
facta sunt; 45, 1o, 13 qui, quod Popilius obiecerat, diluere 
conati sunt; 45, 23, 7 non, quod factum est, defensurus 
Sum: 21, 13, 5 quidquid relinquitur, pro munere habituri 
estis; 26, 31, 2 q. feci ius belli defendit; &, 31, 7 quidquid 
licuerit in magistro equitum, in militibus ausurum; 29, 21 5 
ut quod sui quisque cognosset, prenderet; 37, 41, 7 ut, q. 
ab latere obiceretur, abscideret; 34, 61, 7 coqui, quod 
erupturum esset; 37, 1, 8 facturum se, quod is cerneret; 
42, 17, 7 Se daturum quod nec... deprendi posset; 44, 
22, 13 quod e republica sit suadere; 44, 34, 5 se, quod sit

officium imperatoris, provisurum: 21, 18, 13 utrum placet, 
sumite. 

The number of the accusatives is dependent on the form, 
active or passive, into which the statement is put. It 
might be one to the exclusion of the other; but language 
combines the two, and the two forms are used by Livy 
in uncounted variations. If we take some short passages 
for examples, as 2, 11 the Battle at Lake Regillus, 21, 
4—6 at Lake Trasumene, 22, 45—49 at Cannae the passive 
forms are not a prominent factor. But at times the pas- 
sive form is conducive to brevity when the personal ele- 
ment is of no moment in the narrative, as in colomzae 
deducuntur; or this may be emphasized, as in consules 
colontas deduxerunt. Taken as a whole the active form 
is predominant, but the construction may be changed for 
rhetorical reasons, as in 25, 41, 1 arma capere milites et 
efferri signa iubet; or an intransitive verb may be used, 
as in 24, 31, 2 signa constiterant tenebaturque agmen. 
There is generally no foretelling what the form will be 
for any particular passage. Let the occurrences of one 
verb suffice to show this: 1, 27, 4 ubi Anienem transiit, 
ad confluentis collocat castra; 1, 27, 5 derigit suos, Albanos 
... collocat; 3, 22, 6 equites . . . collocat; 9, 37, g in- 
struitur acies, delectae cohortes ... collocantur. However, 
we occasionally meet with an apparently stereotyped form. 
Navare operam and dare operam and negotium express 
the same attitude. The first, generally in the active voice, 
is occasionally used with the dative. The other two 
phrases occur with about the same frequency, but dare o. 
is generally active, excepting 26, 17, 83 39) 17, 173 40, 13, 73 
41, 24, 20; while dare z. (36) is passive except in 3, 44, 5; 
3, 51, I0; 23, 25, 2; 41, 27, 33 44, 18, 5. 

The number of accusatives is also dependent on the type 
of grammatical construction chosen. As a temporal intro- 
duction to the main statement we find the type guod «5t 
accepit, and the cum-clause much more frequently. Instead 
of these, if it admissible may be used the nominative of 
a deponent participle with the accusative; see A. J. P. 24, 


p.441 seqq. But more frequent than the time clauses and 
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the deponent participles combined is the ablative absolute 
(see A. J. P. 23) P 298), in which the possible accusative 
appears as an ablative, and a possible cum hoc fecisset is 
given hoc facto. The case may also be varied as the gerund 
or the gerundive is used. With the genitive (see A. J. P.27, 
p. 285) Livy prefers the gerundive singular, but the gerund 
with a noun in the plural, and in the ablative without pre- 
position (p. 296) the gerund with accusative is preferred 
to the gerundive. The line separating the domain of the 
dative and of the accusative with prepositions: was not 
clearly drawn (see Draeger 1, p. 421 seqq), and Livy 
shows à tendency to use the dative instead of the accu- 
sative. In the use of these three elements — participle, 
gerund and compound verb — there was large oppor- 
tunity for choice in the use of constructional equivalents, 
and the variations in Livy's style comes from efficient 
selection. 

The comparative number of verbs and accusatives is a 
matter of some interest. In this respect the narrative is 
multi-nominal rather than multi-verbal. Much more fre- 
quently does an activity in its sweep take in several ob- 
jects than are two or more activities directed toward a 
single object. As an instance of the accusative in ana- 
phora we give 1, 32, g haec ... haec ... haec... haec 
... peragit; and of several nouns 21, 41, 2 ubi et fratrem 
consilii participem ac periculi socium haberem et Hasdru- 
balem potius quam Hannibalem hostem et minorem haud 
dubie molem belli; 5, 6, 17 non senatum, non magistratus, 
non leges, non mores maiorum, non instituta patrum, non 
disciplinam vereri militiae. Cf. 29, 17, 15 omnes rapiunt, 
spoliant, verberant; vulnerant, occidunt, constuprant ma- 
tronas, virgines, ingenuos. The use of more than one verb 
is sometimes due to legal exactness, as in 1, 17, 11 id modo 
sciscerent iuberentque; r, 32, 11 quas res nec dederunt nec 
solverunt nec fecerunt; 38, 48, 4 regna augetis minuitis do- 
natis adimitis; 38, 38, 12 id conquirendi cognoscendi, repe- 
tendique item ius esto. When there are but two verbs these 
are generally similar associated terms, or else arecontrasted. 
Not infrequent in Livy are pairs of commonly associated

activities, one being the natural result of the action ex- 
pressed by the other. The verbs most commonly occur- 
ring are fundo, fugo used throughout the work in de- 
scribing battle scenes. They are generally in finite form, 
as I, 10, 4 exercitum fundit fugatque, fusum persequitur; 
Cf. 9, 37, 1o fundit fugatos persequitur; 2, 31, 1 Sabinos 
- . . fundit fugatque; 22, 25, 9 fudisse ac fugasse hostis; 
23, 37, 5 Stationes fudit fugavitque; 32, 21, 19; 34, 20, 6 
ipsos fudissent fugassentque. The form is sometimes varied, 
as in 35, 1, g fudisset cecidissetque hostis; 41, 1g, 1 victos 
fugatosque. Some other pairs may also be mentioned: 
2, 40, 6 te genuit atque aluit; 32, 33, 16 Cium evertisse 
ac delesse; 21, 5, 4 Cartalam expugnat diripitque; 2, 41, 10 
eum verberasse ac necasse; 10, 9, 4; I, Io, 4 regem ob- 
truncat et spoliat. The terms are sometimes contrasted: 
23, 45, 6 alium duxisse, alium eduxisse; 32, 21, 7 fortuna 
et dat fiduciam postulantibus et demit; 1, 49, 7 bellum, 
pacem, foedera, societates per se ipse ... fecit diremitque; 
I, 52, 3 urbium excidia vastationesque agrorum . . . aut 
expectent aut patiantur; 31, 29, 15 homines diiungunt 
coniunguntque; 39, 2, 7 agros ... deussit depopulatusque 
est; 39, 24, 3 procreare atque educare liberos. 

Occasionally the expected accusative is not given, espe- 
cially if it would be a pronoun, as in 1, 26, 12 non tulit 
populus nec patris lacrimas nec ipsius . .. animum ab- 
solveruntque, where the object may be given in the verb, 
‘they rendered a verdict of acquittal’. 1, 34, 9 levasse 
... decus, ut ... redderet; 1, 37, 3 ut non sisterent modo 
Sabinas legiones, sed subito in fugam averterent; 1, 56, 4 
non tam subito pavore perculit pectus, quam anxiis inplevit 
curis. However, most of the verbs are grammatically 
monogamists, and their number fairly indicates the number 
of the accusatives. But as the two do not exactly agree 
any one set of figures does not rigidly give the extent -of 
both the nominal and the verbal expression. However, 
the mass is so great that slight variations caused by the 
omission of some second or third verb with one accusative 
are of no moment. 


y. NEUTERS. 


The accusative usage with neuter nouns does not differ 
from that with masculine and feminine nouns, and only 
nihil need be mentioned. Not infrequent is its use giving 
a negative object instead of the negation of the action, 
as in 8, 21, 9 n. cogitent; 33, 28, 9 cum scirent ipsi n.; 
39, 12, 6 n. Scire; 2, 59, 1 n. nesciebant; 42, 8, 1 n. pacti; 
38, 33, 2 n. passuros; 42, 16, 2 n. sentientem; 9, 9, 16 n. 
spopondistis. Nzhzl aliud is used in the same way, as in 
40, 14, 5 n. &. Scio. There is a large number of the neuter 
of adjectives, and usually in the plural number, a matter 
of interest in the consideration of the neuters rather than 
of the accusative. A few of these will be given: 4, 35, 7 
magna conatis; 6, 18, 12 maiora conari; 26, 43, 2 omnia c.; 
39, 12, 3 Vera dicere; 42, 13, 2 vana adferendo; 24, 8,9 
pauca dicam; 26, 17, 9 loquendo plura scribendoque; 2, 
12, 9 pati fortia; 23, 9, 2 pati omnia infanda; 26, 38, 4 
indigna patientium: 8, 18, 8 falsum commentam. Of more 
importance are the pronominal statements giving with 
verbs of perception and of mental expression the summary 
of a statement already made. The pronouns are either 
relative or demonstrative. The former is noticeable in 
relative temporal statements, as quod udt accepit, audiit 
or senstt; 9, 8, 11 quae ubi dixit; but 42, 35, 1 haec ubi 
dixit Parallel demonstrative statements are given with 
cum, as in 23, 9, 13 haec cum dixisset; 9, 34, 26 haec 
taliaque cum dixisset; 1, 5o, 7 haec atque alia cum maxime 
dissereret; 40, 8, 20 haec furens ira cum dixisset; 3, 48, 3 
cum haec intonuisset; 8, 4, 1 cum aliud alii censerent; 10, 4, 9 
haec cum interpretarentur; 31, 25, 9 id modo cum dixisset. 

Parallel to the temporal statements and still more 
numerous, are the occurrences with the present or perfect 
participle and the gerund. With the participle the plural 
is most freely used: 9, 34, 1 haec . . . cavillante Appio; 
44, 24, 6 haec cogitantem; 3, 13, 3 Volscio clamitante; 
22, 14, 15 contionanti . . . circumfundebatur; 10, 36, 9 
dicente consule; ro, 40, 14; 42, 43, 1 dicentem; 9, 5, I 
frementibus; 1, 51, 1; 9, 24, 10; 22, 3, II; IO, 35, I1 iur- 
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ganti increpantique; g, 33, 23 iurgans, querens; 1, 35, 8 
haec falsa memorantem; 3, 40, 1; 3, 50, 10; 4, 14, 6; 34, 
25, I1 vociferans; 7, 10, 13 incondita quaedam militariter 
ioculantes; 3, 47, 4 querenti pauca; 23, 10, 9; 5, 2, 13 haec 
taliaque vociferantes. Referring to the entire previous 
statement as a unit the singular occurs, as in 29, 14, 1 
occultantibus id; 2g, 32, 8 pollicens hoc. As with the 
present participle the plural, usually A2ec, is associated 
with the nominative of deponent participles of speaking, 
as in 4, 1,6 pauca vociferatus; see A. J. P. 24, 444. There 
are also similar instances with finite verbs: 9, 34, g hoc 
dicis? 2, 46, 5 hoc iurastis? 39, 13, 6 hoc consulem orare; 
3, 21, 7 hoc persuadeas; 3, 67, 1; 31, 31, 9; 38) 49. 11; 
42, 50, 5; 45, 24, 6 hoc scire. With the gerund the pro- 
noun is nearly always in the plural: 3, 50, ro eadem illa 
querendo; ro, 15, 9 eadem dicendo; 29, 1, 25 haec taliaque 
dicendo; 4, 12, 4 ea ipsa denuntiando; 30, 42, 14 quaedain 
fatendo: 28, 15, 11 ulterius quicquam conandi. 

-Ea is used as is haec, e. g. 30, 30,16 non ea solum ... 
sed etiam ea... reputaremus; 17 ea pro mea deprecantem; 
28, 24, 12 improbare ea quae fierent; 39, 13, 2 ea locutam 
esse; 27, 13, 5 omitto ea, quibus gloriari potestis; 23, 19, 7 
ea aegre patiens; 29, 17, 5 ea, quae passi sumus, pati non 
debuimus; 28, 29,5 me ea, quae fecistis, pati aequum cen- 
setis. 

Jliud is not freely used: 41, 24, 12 illud dicere; 29,8, 4 
illud satis scire; 5, 25, 6 illud se tacere. Other pronouns 
are also used: 39, 12, g neganti ultra quicquam scire; 32, 
21, 2 q. dicere; g, 25, 11 pacisci q.; 7, 31, 4 quidquid pa- 
tiemur; 30, 44, 8 tantum ... sentimus, quantum ad res 
privatas pertinet; 35, 16, 7 ista dicere; 2g, 2g, 11 ne istuc 
Iuppiter optimus maximus sirit. Examples with ala are 
similar: 2, 38, 2 obliviscamini a.; 34, 32, 11 a. omitto; 9, 
29, 4 arma quaeque alia res poscit . . . parat. 

The partitive genitive with its associated word is often 
construed with a verb as in 25,2, 7 satis annorum habeo; 
and this is sometime used in contrast with some other 
form, as in 24, 38, 5 nec praeoccupati spem ullam nec 
occupantes periculi quicquam habebitis. This genitive has 
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many phases in Livy (see Steele, Case Usage in Livy. 
I. The Genitive p. 35 seqq, and its use in the objective 
element lends variety to the narrative, as in 27, 43, 11 
quod roboris erat elegit; 37, 12, 7 quod floris, quod roboris 
in iuventute amiserant. 


2. ADVERBIAL ACCUSATIVE. 


While the accusative-adverb is à common feature little 
use is made of the adverbial accusative. The extent is 
given in a few passages by plurtmum and summum: 33, 
5, 9 trium aut cum p. quattuor ramorum; 33, 9, 3 loci p. 
auxilio; 34, 32, 6 duorum aut s. trium; 35, 35, 11 cum 
tribus s. equitibus; 21, 35, 9 uno aut s. altero proelio; 31, 
42, 4 binis ternisve s. The measure is given by vzcem: 
1,9, 15 cum suam v. functus officio sit; 3, 36, 3; 39, 14, 4 
patres pavor ingens cepit, cum publico nomine . . . tum 
privatim suorum cuiusque v.; 40, 23, 1 cum simplicitatem 
iuvenis ... et ipse vicem eius captaret. Defining another 
substantive the accusative is used 1, 9, 3 apparitores hoc 
genus (see Archiv 5, p. 388); 26, 47, 1 liberorum capitum. 
virile secus ad decem milia capta; and an adjective r, 32, z; 
I, 35, 6 cetera egregium; and 21, 9, 1o cetera tereti. No- 
tice also 1, 5o, g quod id temporis venisset: ro, 24, 5 se 
id aetatis. The accusative with the perfect participle, an 
unusual prose construction, is found 21, 7, 10 adversum 
femur tragula graviter ictus; and with middle force 27, 
37, 12 longam indutae vestem; see Archiv ro, p. 222. 

The omission of the verb gives the accusative of ex- 
clamation 9, 9, 6; and 39, 10, 2 di meliora; 5, 1g, 5 en 
vobis iuvenem. Oaths are but few: 22, 59, 1; me dius 
fidius; 3, 67, 7; 44, 38, 10 pro deum fidem. 


3. Loar or Morrow. 


The accusative as limit of motion is confined to a few 
classes of words, giving an early concept of the function 
of the accusative. The accusative states the limiting place 
which is neither affected nor effected, and may express 
the actual or merely the prospective limit, as in 38, 10, 2 
iussis proficisci Romam. The limiting activity is freely 
given in the supine, and zzfitias occurs 6, 4o, 4; 9,9, 43 
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10, 10, 8; 31, 31, 9. Domos is used in a few places (see 
Mueller ad 2, 7, 1) where the subject is plural and the 
verb distributive, especially with verbs in ais. Domum is 
also freely used, as in 1, 23, 1 haec nuntiant d. Albani. 
There is little occasion to use 775: 27, 34, 4 migrare. 
There are but few occurrences of foreign lands: 31, 43, 53 
45, 10, 2; 45, 11, & Aegyptum; 8, 24, 17 Epirum; 36, 42, 4; 42, 
44, 6 Peloponnesum; and also in 37, 31, 6; and 37, 33, 4 Helles- 
pontum; see Archiv 10, p. 397. Rome, the center of ac- 
tivity, is most frequently mentioned, as in Romam ad sena- 
dum mülfere; see Fügner 345, 31ff. Eo, mitto and venio 
and some of their compounds are of frequent occurrence 
with the accusative and need no illustration. Some others 
will be given to show the extent of the use of the verbs 
rather than of the accusative: cedo 2, 2, 10 Lavinium; 
27, 43, 2 Metapontum; accedo eight times: concedo 21,15, 3; 
21, 21, 1 Carthaginem Novam; 23, 1g, 9 Capuam; 25, 40, 11

Tarraconem; 33, 19, 8; 33, 41, 9 Antiocheam; 33, 28, 15

Six instances of accto are cited by Fügner, and three 
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for arcesso, the construction being the same as for verbs 
of sending and moving. A few others occurrences of the 
construction may also be given: 1, 57, g avolant Romam; 
24, 24, 1 Syracusas confluebat; 2, 16, 1g bellum Pometiam 
compulsum est. ergo occurs regularly, twelve times, with 
the terminal accusative, and seven of these are in the first 
Decade, as 2, 22, 7 domos; 7, 5, 3 domum. In 39, 35, 7 
legationem Romam suscepissent, motion is implied; and 
in 40, 54, 9 qui Romam legati fuerant, mzss¢ may have 
fallen from the text, as also in 42, 4o, 4 quod legatos 
Romam ad renovandum ****, The statement 9, 20, 5 eodem 
anno primum praefecti Capuam creari coepti, is parallel 
with the following, duae Romae additae tribus, and Capuae 
should be read. 

The accusative of limit of motion may be used with 
both the active and the passive forms of the verb. If 
active, it may also take another accusative of the object 
affected, as in 22, 36,9 pateras aureas Romam adtulerunt; 
41, 28, 9 exercitum . . . domum reportavit. In the pas- 
sive there is given the subject, if expressed, and the limit, 
and the choice of form may depend on rhetorical rather 
than on grammatical considerations. 

Nouns expressing motion though they are the part 
affected are also construed with the accusative: 35, 49, 9 
concursationem regis magni ab Demetriade nunc Lamiam 

. nunc Chalcidem; 32, 15, 6 est iter a Gomphis Am- 
braciam; 40,24, 3 ab Thessalonice Demetriadem ipsi cum 
iter esset; 38, 41, 9 ab stativis diei via Apolloniam fuit; 
25, 33) 4; 30, 32, 10 reditus domum; see Archiv :o, 402. 


4. MEASURE. 


Distance is usually expressed by «uia passuum, though 
the latter may be omitted; see Steele, Case Usage in Livy. 
Part I, p. 49. Rarely is the fractional part of a mile 
added, as in 24, 33, 3 mille et quingentos passus; 27, 41,2 
m. fere et q. p.; 26, 42, 7 ad duo milia et q. p. . . . m. 
et ducentos. Distances less than a mile are generally 
given quingentos passus, as in 33, 17, 7 q. ferme p. A 
less number of hundreds is also given: 34, 9, 2; 34, 20, 43

quadringentos; 34, 26, 2; 44, 33» t trecentos, though all 
of these have either minus or. ferme. Still more exact 
are 26, 42, 9 ducentos fere et quinquaginta p.; and 36, 
15, 10 iter est non latius quam sexaginta p. Pedes is 
used as is fassus but less freely: 21,28, 7 ducentos longam 
p. quinquaginta latam; and g longa pedes centum; 37, 
38, 9 minus m. p. a vallo abessent; 44, 5, 4 tricenos longi 
p-; 26,4, 4 quaternos longa pedes; 40, 29, 3 arcae octonos 
ferme p. longae, quaternos latae. Similar to these is ro, 
38, 5 patens ducentos maxime p.; 37, 40, 12 gladios ... 
longos quaterna cubita; 37, 37, 10 fossam sex cubita altam, 
duodecim latam. As in the last, depth or hight is indi- 
cated by altum: 21, 61, 10 nix quattuor pedes alta; cf. 44, 
40, 8 per aquam ferme genus tenus altam. 1, 35, 9 duo- 
denos ab terra alta pedes; g, 10, 12 signum septem pedes 
altum; g, 3, 5 distantes inter se modicum spatium; 5, 4, 11 
quot terras, quot maria distans? 25, g, 11 tridui viam 
aberat; 25, 32, 4 quinque ferme dierum iter aberant. 

In expressing duration of time a774s occurs most freely 
with ago, natus, and regno, while &enzium (see Fügner) occurs— 
four times, and there are a few other terms expressing years 
in the abstract form. Dzes is used more freely as a more 
common concept, «sam diem more than a score of time, 
while the totality is emphasized 4o, 25, 6; 44, 33, 10; totum 
diem. A second day is mentioned 37, 29, 2; and 41, 28, 2; à 
third 3, 27, 7. Longer periods generally have paucos, and 
a similar indefiniteness is indicated 23, 11, 7 retentus ali- 
quot dies. Other statements have five (30, 21, 10; 45, 10, 15), 
or some multiple of five 9, 1g, 13 denos vicenosque dies 
consulatum gessit; 36, 2, 4 ludos magnos dies decem con- 
tinuos faciet; cf. 33, 31, 7 dies prope totos decem; 21, 61, 10; 
45, 44, 21 triginta haud amplius dies; 29, 35, 12 quadra- 
ginta ferme dies. More exactness is shown 41, 7, 6 non 
plus undecim; ro, 21, 6 duodeviginti; 35, 4o, 7 terra dies 
duodequadraginta movit. Fiigner gives fourteen occur- 
rences of Ózdzum as accusative of time. Zrzduum is used 
less freely, indicating the length of a supplication 35, 40, 8; 
38, 36, 43 40, I9, 5; 24, I3, 7; 41, 22, 6 moratus; 44, 28, 16 
Stetit; 41, 24, 13 consultantis; 34, 52, 3 triduum triumphavit. 
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There are a score of occurrences of dies noctesque, but 
in 40, 5, 9 dies ac noctes, and in the singular dem noc- 
zemque; and more freely in 22, 1, 20; 27, 4, 123 27, 4, 14 
diem ac noctem; 42, 54, 3 diem noctem; cf. 43, 13, 4 tri- 
duum ac tres noctes lacrimavit. 26, 14, 5 noctem totam 

. et diei insequentis partem cum animum egissent; 22, 
59, 4 diei reliquum ac noctem insequentem ... vallum 
tutati sumus; 39, 11, 2 decem noctes. J/enses is used only 
occasionally: 39, 41, 5 quattuor non minus m.; 40, 29, 2 
sex m. numquam pluvisse memoriae proditum. This exact- 
ness in temporal statements is characteristic of the work 
after the first Decade, and it is in the third and following 
Decades that we find the limitation to hours: 25, 19, 15 
duas amplius horas; 43, 13, 6 plus duas horas; 22, 6, 1; 
42, 7, 5 tres. There are a few other expressions: 1, 35, 4 
maiorem partem aetatis eius . . . vixisse; 38, 9, 4 m. p. 
temporis exulaverat; 32, 2g, 6 m. p. anni retentum; 36, 1, 2; 
42, 30, 8 lectisternium m. p. a. solet esse; 4o, 28, 4 exi- 
guum temporis aliqua forma pugnae fuit. 


5. CLASSES OF VERBS. 


One of the noticeable features in Livy is the use of fre- 
quentatives; see Archiv 4, p. 20g; 10, p. 65. Some of 
these used with the accusative have so shifted their meaning 
that they may be considered as entirely different from 
the basic verb. By the side of 1359 occurrences of Labeo 
we find in 5, 51, 3 tenuerint et habitaverint, the single 
occurrence of hadzfo in Livy with the accusative. The 
difference is not so great between cogo (26) and cogzto 
$. 21, 9 nihil c.; 29, ro, 8 id c. atque agitare; 44, 24, 6 
haec cogitantem; cf. 7, 14, 6 rem excogitat; 34, 31, 1 causam 
excogitare; and with these may also be placed sezsco and 
sctscitor. The first, limited to the activities of the ple- 
beians, is found 1, 17, 11; 4, 1, 6; 6, 38, 95 7, 16, 13 42, 
21, 8; the other 7, 26, 2 s. voluntatem; 22, 57, 11 s. sin- 
gulos; 45, 27, 8 s. deos. Owing to the change in spelling 
the same may be true of moveo (252) and suo (4g). Here 
also may be given a number of verbs on bases either rare 
or else extinct. Most prominent of these is horfor (22), 
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and its compounds adhortor (22), and cohortor (5). Com- 
pounds of offo (12) are also found: coopio (6), exopto o, 
25, 5; pracopto (6): confuto 37, 10, 2; refuto 2, 52, T: reputo 
21, 41, 16; 30, 14, 8; 3% 39, I1; 30, 30, 16; 30, 31, 6: 
flagito 5, 12, 7 aera: macto 9, 40, 93 21, 45, 85 21, 45, 8; 
45, 39, 12: meditor 40, 15, 145 43, 23, 2: meétor (8). In the 
verbs keeping the same meaning there are some marked 
contrasts. JMz//o was noticed in 744 passages, mzsstfo in 
9, 45, 5 missitaverant . . . auxilia. Gero (337) is also in 
marked contrast with gesfo 10, 26, 11 gestantes capita; 
27, 48, 16 vix arma umeris gestabant. About the same 
are rectpto (244) and recepfo 5,8, 2 mercatores receptando, 
Compare also seguor (262), comseguor (15) and tmsequor (19), 
with consector (5) and zmsector (5). The difference between 
the verbs is not quite so marked in cafzo (433), capto 2, 
$0, 35 3, 37) 15 22, 28, 23 27, 18) 8; 33, 35» 63 42, 23, I. 
Ago (240) occurs practically the same as 7ecz$zo but in 
contrast with recepto, agtto (so) is freely used. Obtczo (66) 
is preferred to obzecto 25, 19, 16 se, ¢raho (g7) to fracto 
6, 36, 10 artifices iam... tractandi animos plebis; 7, 32, 11 
tela; rogo (45) to rogtto 2, 59, 10; and 8, 36, 6 singulos 
rogitans; vetineo (38) to retento 10, 5, 3; comticio (32) to 
contecto 5, 21, 16 rem coniectantibus; 21, 35, 4 C. iter. The 
ratio is less with some other verbs: as verto (g4), verso 
I, I7, 15 I, 58) 35 2; 451. 53 3» 34, 45 21, 30, 15 22, 25, Is 
25, 3, 17; offendo (16), offenso 25, 37, 9 capita; respicto 
(20) and rzesfecío 4, 18, 6 arcem respectante; ello (27) 
and pulso I, I4, 15; 2, 29, 12; 38, 42, 73 40, 14, IO; vendo 
(34), vendito 3, 35, 55 38) 42, 11; 39, 42, 93 44, 25, S. Nosco 
(24) and mosctto 2, 20,8; 3, 38 9; 22, 6, 3; 26, 41, 245 
ferreo (24) and ¢errtto 2, 26, 1; 3, 24, 1; 3, 28, 4; 6, 11, 8; 
34, 40, 1 t. eos lacessendo, intersaepiendo; cércumveho (14) 
and czrcumvecto 41, 17, 17. The occurrences for the diffe- 
rent decades show little difference in the use of adficto 
(4-6-3-1) and adfecto (6-3-2-1), (cf. discepto 38, 38, 17; 41; 
20, 1), but considerable difference in the. distribution among 
the Decades of exero (20-6-5-2) and exctto (13-25-9-6); cf. 
incito (9-1-3-2), suscito 21, ro, 3; exsuscito 21, 36, 6; tacto 
(8-5-2-o) and zacto (11-4-8-4), with zactifo 7, 2, 11, ostendo 
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(27-28-15-5) and ostento (20-10-1-2), £ueor (22-29-38-12) and 
Zulor (25-28-23-4. A number are more evenly divided, 
but with a preference for the simple verb: Pendo (3-2-7-4) 
is distributed more equally than fenso 27, 40, 2; 30,32, 5; 
34) 49, 73 34, 58; 85 37> 1, 2; 38, 24, 3. Circumspicio was 
noticed in three decades 1, 30, 6; 5, 6, 2; 6, 25, 10; 7, 14, 6; 
22, 13, 73 40, 20, 6; 40, 40, 8g; while cercumspecto, though 
used more frequently, is limited to two decades: 2, 10, 9; 
3» 37,15 3, 60, 10; 6, 18, 7; 21, 28, 11; 21, 39, 5; 21, 53, 133 
22, 15, 2; 22, 29, 3; 26, 18, 6; 2g, 25,12. Prospicto is also 
limited: 22, 11, 5; 22, Ij, j; 30, 40, 6; 35, 42, 5; 38, 52, E; 
39, 51, 4; 40, 5, 5; and prospecto s, 48, 6 (time); 7, 30, 22; 
22, 14, I1; Cf. 33, 1, 3 adventum ... prospeculabatur. 
Half of the ten occurrences of vo/vo indicate mental ac- 
tivities: 1, 31, 8; 2, 49, 5; 4, 28, 35. 22, 29, 5; 6, 28, 73 
21, 31, I1; 26, 7, 33 35. 18, 63 37, 13, 23 42, 5, 1. Voluto 
was noticed 9, 17, 2; 28, 18, I1; 30, I4, 3; 32, 20, 2; 34, 
36, 4; 34, 60, 2; 40, 8, 5; 42, 11, 5. Menor is used about 
the same, and minitor 2, 49, 4; 3; 57, 2; 10, 36, 7. With 
the exception of 29, 21, 1 Regium, ze/ra£o is used with 
personal object 2, 12, 8; 22, 21, 5; 25, 7, 135 25, 9, 35 32, 
38 8; Cf. 2, 30, 9 retractare arma. <Adfraho occurs with 
accusative in 30, 31, 8; adtrecto 5, 22, 4; 28, 24, 14; 34, 
4, 3; Obtrecto 45, 37, 6 laudes. 

Neither refrehendo 27, 17, 11; and 34, 5, 3 nor repre- 
henso 2, 10, 3 is freely used. The frequentative forms 
occur more frequently: $7ezdo 3, 11, 2; 29, 20, IT; 38, 52, 7: 
frenso 1, 47,75 2, 61, 55 3, 12, 15 3 35 23 $345 25 3$ 58 E; 
4, 6, 10; 4, 58, 13. Clamo 21, 62. 2 triumphum, equals 
clamito 3, 13, 3 haec; but zzcurro 28, 5, 7 meaning ‘harass’, 
is used less than zzcurso 2, 48, 6; 5, 33,53 6, 36, 15 39, 1, 8; 
propello 1o, 4, 8; 40, 11, 10; 41, 1g, 11, less than propulso 
I, 2, 53 3: 69, 53 6, 17, 23 8» 37, 55 10, 41, 12; GiSCOr 44, 
25, 2 a. opes, less than 29/0 5, 49, 3; 22, 19, 20; 44, 34, 8 
arma; 33, 5, 5 usum; /ezdo less than femp/o (72), but per- 
tempto 2, 3,6.  Labefacto occurs in 38, 39, 2 hunc morem 
labefactare conatus. i 

Sollicttus occurs with the adverbial accusative 28, 19, 17; 
28, 43, 10; 44, 3, 5; while the twenty-one occurrences of 
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sollicito are distributed through the Decades, as are thirty- 
seven of specto with the accusative. 

The inchoatives are fairly well represented 7:sc0 (24), 
adgnosco (15), cognosco (22) being distributed through the 
decades. Afzscor with the accusative occurs only 44, 35, 2, 
while twelve of the twenty-four occurrences of adtpzscor 
are in the first Decade. -Adscisco is used five times, as in 
30, 45, 7 titulos. Comscisco (13) is evenly distributed through 
the Decades and half of the occurrences are with mortem. 
Disco is found 1, 28, 9; 1,35, 5; 21, 18, 9; 27, 37, 7. Taken 
as a whole the occurrences of fosco, deposco and reposco 
are not evenly distributed, for half of the occurrences of 
posco are in Dec. I. as are eight out of ten of exposco, 
half of deposco are in Dec. IIL, while veposco occurs 3, 
23, 2; 24, 38, 33 39, 31, 10; 44, 36, 13. Other verbs are 
34, 32, 6 nostram vicem irascaris; 2, 38, 2 obliviscamini 
alia; 22, 5g, 8 aliquid o. Jacscor is not freely used in 
the earlier parts of the work (3-3-11-8); pasco 9, 2, 2; 25 
I2, I0; 32, II, 2; 33, 47, 3; and ziezscor twelve times, but 
not noticed in the third Decade. Deltesco with acc. of 
time 38, 46, 9; pertimesco 3, 56, 10; 4, 32, 2; 33, 20, 7. 

Livy presents but one example (Archiv 1, 409) of a desid- 
erative 21, 18, 13 quod diu parturit animus vester, ali- 
quando pariat. The meditatives are better represented. 
Arcesso (26), capesso (10-5-9-3), 7cesso (29) and Jacesso (27) 
occur most frequently. The occurrences of zzcesso in the 
first Decade (11) are of the type cura patres incessit, but 
in 26, 10, 7 we find vagos in viis ... telis incessebant, 
and about half of the remainder are of the same type, 
running through the fourth Decade, e. g. 4o, 1o, 1 noxium 
incesse caput. Zacesso is noticeable in the third and fourth 
Decades (4-11-11-1). Edzssero 27, 7, 4 eadem e.; and facesso 
1, 47, 5 f. Tarquinios, are not prominent. 


6. Verss FROM Nouns AND ADJECTIVES. 

The accusative with compounds, apart from the pre- 
positional compounds, is of some interest, though in a few 
imstances three elements are combined. Emancipo occurs 
7, 16, 9 emancipando filium, adsue/acto 3, 52, 11; 21, 3, 43 
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24, 48, 11 decuit et a.; 31, 29, 14; mansuefacto 3, 14, 6 
plebem; exaedz/ico 1, 56, 1 templa; 30, 1, 10 oppidum. Both 
nouns are also used with aedzfico which occurs twelve 
times with the accusative. Other similar compounds are 
38, 3o, 3 morem labefactare; /udzfico (6), significo (5), na- 
vigo (o-3-11-2), nuncupo (7), partictpo 2, 52, 8; 3, 12, 5 
laudes; manumttto 41, 9, 11; 43, 3, 3; Valtcinor 9, 2, 1 non 
laeta magis quam vera; wsurpo (9), voctferor (9). 

Verbs containing an adjective element are used less 
freely. Obstupefacto 2, 61, 7 et tribunos o. et plebem; 
25, 38, 2 nisi metus maerorem obstupefaceret. Stupefacio 
5, 39, 5 privatos luctus s. publicus pavor: 2r, 37, 2 saxa 
putrefaciunt; z/ugo 4, 44, 10; 8, 33, 7; 22, 22, 19; aequipero 
37) 53; 153 38, 10, 5; castigo (11); multiplico 4, 5, 6; 35, 
42, 5; 37, 54,12. The verbs on noun and adjective bases 
are very numerous, and some of these are of common 
occurrence, e. g. duco, nuntio, porto, vado and their com- 
pounds. However a large number are found but once, 
expressing ideas or facts not of frequent occurrence in Livy's 
work. Some are personal: 1, 18, 2 aemulantium studia;

22, I4, 15 haec contionanti; 8, 34, 9 se . . . exauctorent;

Similar to the above are eighteen occurrences of frustro1 
ten of them in the first Decade. Exsufero is used in the 
first Decade 1, 55, 9; 2, 65, 5; 3, 11, 13; 7, 24, 2; while 
supero is more evenly distributed (ro-19-10-3) thougt 
most prominent in the third Decade, as is zx/ro alsc 
(17-27-19-10). 
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7. PERIPHRASES. 


Of more interest from a rhetorical standpoint is the use, 
instead of nominal and adjectival compounds, of do, reddo 
facto and efficto with nouns and predicate adjectives. Only 
facto of these is used in the compounds, so that with the 
others a periphrasis was necessary. Some of the nouns 
and adjectives have corresponding verbs, while others form 
a complex with a verb. Of the two forms of expression 
the periphrasis is the: more serviceable, for it retains the 
causative force which may have faded from the nominal- 
verb, and repeated actions can be given by the plural 
without reference to the form of the verb. Some illustra- 
tions only are needed showing the causative force: 3, 34, 7 
desiderium fecit; 1, 45, 6 sacrificium facere; 4, 9, 8 excur- 
siones; 3, 62, 7 impressionem; 3, 2, ro moram certamini 
faceret; 4, 57, 11 taedium; 1, 56, 4 terrorem fugamque. In 
some instances with do a verb might have been invented: 
7, 32, 15 cognomen; 1, 56, 11 osculum; and more freely 
with s/ragem and ventam. 

Both caedo (43) and occtdo (60) are freely used but caedem 
jf. also occurs, as in 7, 37, 143 39, 34, 2; 39) 36, 13 with 
personal reference. Dedo (77) is the same as dedifronem 
J. 31, 18,6. We find escendo (o-2-4-5) and escenstonem f., 
with zz 27, 5, 8; and in 37, 17, 3 with ad. There is little 
difference between /fixzo and /imem f., as in nox caedibus 
finem fecit; but /raudo 2, 10, 13; 2, 42, 1; 4, 12, I0; 5, 
47, 8; 36. 40, 143 45, 39, 9 With accusative and ablative 
differs from passages where only one element is given, as 
in 7, 16, 9 f. fraudem legi. Both fugo and fugam f. are 
used, as in 8, 9, 12; 22, 13, 10 f. terroremque. Moderor. 
4, 10, 8; 21, 49, 9; 26, 42, 53 28, 30, 8; 42, 62, 1 equals 
modum f.,e. g. 4, 50, 4 m. irae £.; 9, 14, 5 m. pacis belli 
f; 25, 40, 12; 34, 2, I3; 34, 4, 10; and 18; Compare 1, 
54, 4; praedam largiendo, with 4, 13, 2 largitiones fru- 
menti f. The place of populor (41) is taken by fopula- 
tionem 2,64, 4 p. adeo effuse f.; and in the plural 2g, 4, 5 
in agro populationes f.; 31, 2, 7 ingressus fines p. satis 
prospero ac tuto f. Sero occurs in metaphorical statements

(9-7-2-0), but 23, 48, 1; and zs, 13, 1 we find sementem f. 
Vasto and compounds are freely used, as well as the 
abstract nouns with /., just as versa f. is freely used in- 
stead of dicere. In 10, 39, 11 cristas vulnera f. is a peri- 
phrasis for vulneror, as donum dare is used for dono, and 
receptum f. for recipio, as in 42, 59, 5. Termino occurs 
in 32, 4, 4; 36, 17, 13; but in 21, 43, 10 hic vobis terminum 
laborum fortuna dedit. Aedifico (12) has extended beyond 
its early limits, and is used with a number of structures, 
though aedes occurs a number of times in connection with 
f. as in 33, 42, 10; 40, 44, 9; 42, 3, 1. The avoidance of 
aedificium f. is contrasted with saczzftcium. facere 1, 45, 6; 
and 36, 30, 2; though we find the uncombined elements, 
as in 25, 12, 13 sacrum f£. However the parallelism does 
not hold throughout the entire verbal sphere. Both erumfo 
and erupzonem f. may be considered as absolute, while 
with decretum and responsum the noun involves the content 
of the action which might be given by a neuter pronoun 
with the simple verb. 

Facio, effíicio and reddo with adjectives are in some in- 
stances equal to adjectival-verbs. "With some adjectives 
this is necessary especially with the negative formations; 
as in 2, 11, 3 infestum agrum reddidit; 34, 62, 4 regionem 
i. effecerat; 6, 20, 5 non ingrata solum sed invisa etiam 
reddiderit; 5, 5, 12 insanabilem morbum efficiat; 39, 51, 6 
inexploratum; 44, 37, 11 inutilem e.; 39, 25, g inutilia red- 
deret; 43, 18, 1 zzexsuperabilis montes facit. This like 
tnsanabtls ends in ét/2s, and such words are not used as 
a basis for verbs: 39, 29, 4 impetrabilem faciebat; 37, 34 3 
placabilem f£; 24, 5, 2 desiderabilem efficere; 6, 23, 11 
laudabile e.; cf. 35, 44, 5 navigabile mare praebuisset. 
Sometimes two adjectives are used one of which has not 
been transformed into a verb: 42, 13, 2 amplum et egre 
gium fecistis; 27, 31, 5 foeda ac deformia effecisset; 3, 8, 7 
tuta omnia ac tranquilla fecit; cf. 3, 25, 4; 28, 8, 14 res t. f. 
The comparatives are also used in the periphrasis 3, 69, 4 
asperiorem multitudinem fecisse ; 4, 50, 4 a. omnia fecit; 4, 60, 2 
efficiebat multiple gaudium cumulatioremque gratiam rei. 
The two forms of expression are parallel, as in 3, 20, 5 lege: 
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aptas faciebat: apto (4); 35, 44, 6 liberam Graeciam fecisset: 
libero (37); 45, 37, 10 locupletem facere: 10, 44, g militem 
locupletare; 9, 24, 13 quos reliquos fortuna reliquerat: 
relinquo (171); cf. 5, 12, 2 memoriam obscuram fecit. The 
occurrences with participles are noticeable: ratum 1, 6, 2 
r. nomen efficit; 28, 39, 16 ea rata faciatis: suspectum 
I, 51, 73 8 23; 14; 10, 42, 1; 23, 34, 6; 34, 27, 65 39, 51, 15 
40, 12, 7 facio; 40, 13, 5; 42, 42, 5; 45, 11, 4 efficio; 45, 7, 3 
‘ conspectum e.; Praef. 5 animum sollicitum e.; cf. 6, 6, 9 
opinionem constantem e.; 3, 65, 11 metuendos se e.; 42, 
52, 3 omnia ut instructa parataque essent, effecerat. With 
habere the participle indicates the holding of something 
accomplished, rather than the creation of that state.

Taking into consideration only the form of statement 
the accusatives are divided into two great classes as they 
are associated directly with the verb or have an inter- 
mediary preposition. Most of the latter started as adverbs 
showing the angle of incidence of the action to an object, 
and show various degrees of development. Some of them 
as apud are used only as prepositions. Others retain 
somewhat of their adverbial force and are also used as 
prepositions. However it is to be noted that there are a 
number in -2 whose adverbial force arose out of a spe- 
cialized use of adjectives. In the process of linguistic 
development some of the adverb-prepositions became 
proclitics in compound verbs, and it is only as proclitics 
that some forms are used. But with the use of compound 
verbs there came about a disintegration or an exhaustion 
of the force of the proclitic. This proclitic had brought 
about a modication of the base through the redistribution 
‘of tone force, as for example aa-facto became adfzc:o. 
But with use as there came about a partial exhaustion 
of the force of the compound, it was reinforced by a 
preposition with the noun, giving such combinations as 
ad-verb ad noun or 7z-verb 77 noun. In these illustrations 
the prefix and the preposition are the same; but more 
commonly a new preposition is used to indicate a new 
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angle of incidence. Or expressed graphically x-verb y 
accusative is more frequent than x-verb x noun. Instead 
of this division into verbal and nominal associates might 
have been developed the adverbial or prepositional or 
prefix forms xx and xy but these would have had little 
stability. There are a few instances of such development, 
but the number was small compared with the others. 
Woelfflin, Liv. Kritik, p. 11, limits the double compounds 
in Livy to superm-; and Mueller 2, ro, 11 gives 21, 33, 6, 
repercutio and 26, 50, 3 deperire. To these is to be added 
21, 36, 6 exsuscito; and though not technically the same 
the principle of doubling is illustrated in recognosco and 
reconctlio. The occurrences of superin- are 2, 10, 113 23, 
15, I3 Superincido; 22, 51, 9 superincubanti; 38, 56, 3; 39, 
50, 3 superimpono; and 3o, 10, 5 tabulas superinstravit, 
only the last being used with the accusative. Along the 
other line of development, that of doubled adverbs and 
prepositions, the use of the former is the most extended 
(see Archiv s, 330), but for Livy both are negligible 
factors. 

To indicate the importance for Livy's style of the diffe- 
rent forms developed we shall present the accusatives as 
they are associated with words used 1. only as preposi- 
tions; 2. as prepositions and as adverbs; 3. as prepositions 
and prefixes; 4. as prefixes only; 5. occurrences of verbs 
whose prefixes as prepositions are used with the ablative. 
, However we have used some latitude in the arrangement. 
Adversus and contra we have taken as prepositions, al- 
though there are a few occurrences of adversus and also 
of ad as an adverb, and we find confradico 5, 9, 2 nihil c. 
Ob and propter we have also placed together, though 
propter is used only as a preposition and oó both as pre- 
position and prefix. Both might logically be taken as 
prepositions as also praeter, for as prefixes both od and 
praeter, with but few exceptions, do not show the same 
logical relations as they do when used as prepositions. 
We have considered circa and circum together, though 
one is preposition and adverb, and the other is prefix 
with a few occurrences as preposition. The fundamental 
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relationship expressed by czrc- is the same for both, though 
the shift from the accusative to the ablative form is an 
interesting one. The series of ablatives belong together 
as cifra, infra, and intra, yet the equivalent of the later 
as ?níro- appears in a few compounds: zz£roduco (15), tntroco 
4) 53» I1; 26, 21, 10; 42, 66, 9; 1zromilto 21, 13, 10 (twice); 
38, 5, 6. In 1, 32, g we read superscandit as in 7, 36, 2 
for none of the series ending in -2 are used in compounds. 
KRe- appears only as a prefix, yet the same principle of 
reinforcement is illustrated in the use of retro or rursus 
in connection with the verb. See Wsb-M. ad 1, 47,5 Anhang. 

In an analysis the synthetic force of the constructions 
is lost, and it will not be out of place to quote some pas- 
sages illustrating different attitudes toward different ob- 
jects. dd and zz are not uncommonly used together (see 
Fügner s. v. ad), as in 21, 15, 6 ad exercitum in hiberna 
rediit. Instead of ad, jer may be used, as in 3, 54, 10 
per urbem silentio in Aventinum perveniunt; 27, 9, 3 extra 
Italiam in exilium; 37, 18, 12 in campos sub moenia descen- 
dit or three prepositions may occur, as in 26, 12,2 
per Samnium et-Lucanos in Bruttium agrum ad fretum 
ac Regium contendit; 44, 6, 14 in Macedoniam ad Dium 
per medios evadere hostes; 1, 47, 8 in curiam per prae- 
conem ad regem Tarquinium citari iussit; 21, 38, 7 non 
in Taurinos sed per Salassos Montanos ad Libuos Gallos 
deduxissent; 33, 48, 1 ad mare inter Acyllam et Thapsum 
ad suam turrem pervenit; 45, 12, 11 profectus in Galliam 
circa Macros campos ad montis stativa habuit; 28, 8, 11 
praeter terram Atticam super Sunium navigans inter me- 
dias prope hostium classes Chalcidem pervenit; 34, 28, 7 
postero die Quinctius prope flumen praeter urbem sub ipsas 
Menelai montis radices ducere copias pergit. Some other 
combinations will be given: 33, 3, 6 profectus praeter 
Thronium et Scarpheam ad Thermopylas pervenit; 6, 34, 5 
cum inter sui corporis homines cum etiam ad plebem; 1, 
35, 5 observantia in regem, benignitate erga alios; 9, 32, 9 
ante signa circaque; 31, 24, 9 intra eam extraque; 5, 35, 4 
cis Padum ultraque; 24, 39, 1 super theatrum circaque. 
A few instances may also be mentioned in which the 
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ablative is used in connection with the accusative. As in 
7, 11, 19 in senatu apud populum is not an unusual con- 
trast; s, 18, 11 vinci ab hoste quam vincere per civem 
maluit; 3, 42, 3 fusi ad Eretum et in Algido; 44, 6, ro 
unum in primo aditu ad Gonnum erat, alterum 77; Condylo, 
tertium circa Lapathunta, quartum viae ipsi . . . impo- 
situm. 


1. PREPOSITIONS. 


a. Adversus.— Adversus (585) may be considered as only 
a preposition in Livy so few are the instances in which 
it occurs as an adverb: 27, 2, 9 a. prodiit; 34, 34, 1 a. 
tendendo; and 37,13,8 a. ibat. Fügner gives for adversus 
123 citations with local force, 46 de se¢u, as in 44, 41, 2 
frontem a. clipeatos habebat; and 77 de dtrecttone, as in 
4, 18, 5 dictator dextro cornu a. Faliscos, sinistro contra 
Veientem Capitolinus Quinctius intulit signa. Under 4e 
loquendo we find ten passages indicating in whose presence 
remarks are made, e. g. 35, 32, 6 vocem liberam mittere 
a. regis legatos auderent; thirty-three with abstract nouns, 
as molem, ferrorem, vim, or pronouns both relative and 
demonstrative, but including also 28, 27, g sic me non 
solum a. socios gesseram, sed etiam a. hostes. With the 
meaning 'in the eyes of' it is used in 41, 24, 9 nihilo plus 
fidei auctoritatisque habemus a. Ros ... quam Aetoli; 
and also parallel with afud in 38, 17, 19 sicut vim a. vos 
nequaquam, ita famam apud Graecos obtinent. A placing 
over against for the purposes of comparison is indicated 
7, 32, 8 duo prospera . . . bella Samnitium a. tot decora 
populi Romani; ro, 19, 6 ne infacundus quidem a. eximiam 
eloquentiam conlegae; 24, 8, 7 a. . . . imperatorem com- 
parabitur. As might be expected in a history largely of 
military movements kindly feelings with adversus are rarely 
expressed (15), as in 6, 34, 8 nec satis piam a. sororem. 
The hostile attitude is freely given, as in 1, 42, 1 ne 
qualis Anci liberum animus a. Tarquinium fuerat, talis a. 
se Tarquinii liberum esset. The preposition is associated 
with an adverb in 2, 44, 3 unum vel. a. omnes satis esse, 
and also with adjectives (r5), nouns (93) and most freely 
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with verbs, as in 9, 19, 13 cum timor par a. communem 
hostem duas .. . urbis armaret; 39, 34, 3 tam crudeliter 
a. innoxios Maronitas, tam superbe a. populum Romanum 
factum. Slightly different are twenty passages in which 
opposition to a bond or controlling influence is expressed, 
as in 28, 27, 12 quid facinoris in me, quid in patriam, 
parentisque ac liberos nostros, quid in deos sacramenti 
testes, quid a. auspicia . . . quid a. morem militiae disci- 
plinam maiorum, quid a. summi imperii maiestatem ausi 
sitis. In 35, 40, 22 Quinctius in Ligures, Domitius a. Boios, 
72; and a. are parallel, as are contra and a. in five pas- 
sages, e. g. 4, 18, 15. We find with contrasted parties 
a. and afud 38, 17, 19, a. and cum in six passages, and 
a. and gro in nearly a score and a half, as in 45, 22, 1o 
quemadmodum ... pro vobis a. reges, sic nunc pro rege 
a. vos stetimus. 

&. Apud.—Apud (439) is nearly always used in showing 
some relationship to a person, and this in 4, 4, 3 and 7, 
41, 2 apud patres; and 26, 33, 10 apud maiores nostros 
may be interpreted as giving the temporal setting, as also 
in 25, 6, 15 nunc deteriore condicione sumus, quam apud 
patres nostros fuerunt captivi. Local relations are ex- 
pressed ten times, e. g. 5, 7, 1 calamitas apud Veios. The 
person in whose presence something is spoken is given in 
nearly a hundred passages, as in 7, 13, 3 oravit me, ut 
suam causam apud te agerem; and 44, 1, 9 consul con- 
tionem apud milites habuit. Nearly all the remaining 
occurrences are with esse or some other verb, as in 45, 6, 7 
pueri regii apud Macedonas vocabantur principum liberi; 
3, 23, 7 apud plerosque auctores invenio . . . nulla apud 
vetustiores scriptores eius rei mentio est. 

c. Penes.— The associations of $ezes are entirely per- 
sonal, and for that reason it is most freely used in the 
earlier parts of the work (31-15-6-3). Notice the repetition 
2, 24, 2 patres arma caperent, ut penes eosdem pericula 
belli, penes quos praemia essent; 45, 10, ro. culpam non 
penes populum, sed penes paucos concitatores volgi esse 
dixit. See 6, 25, 4 in... culpam, decus penes. 

d. Erga.—Erga is used to show the personal attitude 
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toward an object, and most freely in the fourth Decade 
(9-13-18-5). It is associated with des (10) and also in 7; 
30, 19 obsequio erga vos fide. Jerifum is next in impor- 
tance (8), and also connected with another word 39, 28, 1o 
studio ... merito; and 26, 50,9 animo ... merito. Other 
pairs are also found. 25, 31, 4 benefacta ... maleficiam; 
and 36, 14, g clementiam ... munificentiam. It occurs 
with nouns in -/45: 1, 35, 5; 23, 42, 4 benignitas; 1, 34, 5 
caritas; 5, 7, 12; 25, 38, 2 pietas; 35, 44, 3; 38» 14, 7 VO- 
luntas: 37, 53, 7 benevolentia: 7, 40, 7; 22, 29, 10 bene- 
ficium; 39, 53, 8 iudicium; 3, 56, 9 studium. A kind atti- 
tude is expressed with adjectives: 2, 10, r2 grata erga 
tantam virtutem civitas fuit; and 42, 5, 5 tam pio erga 
propinquos, tam iusto in civis, tam munifico erga omnis 
homines regi. With animus the attitude is sometimes 
friendly, 31, 2, 4 pristinum a. erga populum Romanum 
conservaret; sometimes the opposite: 26, 27, 11; 26, 33, 9; 
36, 20, 4 ob ingratum . . . animum erga Romanos; and 
sometimes both: 33, 35, ro non idem erga gentem Roma- 
norum a. esset post victoriam, qui in bello fuisset; 34, 59, 4 
quali animo populus Romanus, quali Antiochus erga civi- 
tates Graeciae essent. 

€. Juxfa.—This is the reading given ad 42, rs, 5 ma- 
ceria erat ab laeva iuxta semitam; 39, 9, 6 consuetudo 
iuxta vicinitatem. Also with different meaning 9, 9, 4 
apud quos iuxta religiones fides humana colitur. 

f. Secundum.— Secundum is used most freely (42), stating 
an action considered in its temporal setting, as 2, 5, 9 
poenam; 7, 37, 2 donationem; 8, 1o, 9 proelium; 10, 28, 15 
precationes; 21, 59, 9 pugnam; 33, 34, 1 Isthmia. Time is 
also shown with some personal terms: 9, r5, 1o Camillum; 
24, 18, 5 €08; 26, 35, 4 Siculos; 31, 30, 1 Macedonas; 44, 
14, 3 Gallos. In 31, 15, g; and 32, 33, 1 we find s. haec; 
and 23, 12, 6 s. haec dicta. Similar to many statements 
with post are 4, 6, 11 s. deposita certamina; 35, 6, g S. 
proelium factum; and 31, 14, Ij 4I, IO, 7 S. vota nuncupata. 
In comparative statemens secundum ‘next after’ occurs 
most freely with deos 21, 41, 11; 28, 9, 8; 31, 30, 11; 36, 
17, 15: Cf. 1, 4, 1 s. deorum opes; 1, 30, 4 Etruscos; 28, 
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12, 13 Barcinos; 36, 7, 9 Aetolos. Following favorably, 
and so ‘in accordance with’ is found chiefly with legal 
terms: 4, 9, 6 arbitrium; 8, 39, 13; 30, 31, 5 ius fasque; 
1, 26, 5; 7, 21, 1 legem; 3, 44, 5; 3, 44, 125 3, 47) 53 10 
45, II S. vota militum. 

£. Pone.—This word is found in the fifth Decade 4o, 
30, 8 pone castra ... ibant; and 44, 16, ro aedes P. Afri- 
cani pone Veteres. 

A. Cis.— Cis (37) occurs with the names of a few rivers: 
4.17, 8 Anienem; s, 35, 4; 32, 29, 7 Padum; g, 14, 6; ro, 
16, 7; 39, 14, 10 Tiberim; Hiberum eleven times and a 
few other examples. Of the mountain barriers the Alps 
are mentioned twice 22,710, 2; and 41, 16, 9; and the 
Appennines three times, each time in contrast with condi- 


tions beyond: 5, 33, 8 prius cis Appenninum . . . postea 
trans A.; 39, 2, 9 subactis cis A. omnibus, tum transmon- 
tanos adortus; 41, 19, 1 cis A. ... trans A. .... intra 


Audenam amnem. (Cis Zaurum occurs twice, and c. 
montem T. eight times, while there is an unnamed moun- 
tain given in 40, 28, 1 bina cis montes castra Ligurum 
erant. 


2. PREPOSITIONS: ADVERBS. 


a. Citra.—In a few pasages cz/ra is used the same as

à. Contra.— Contra occurs less frequently than adversus 
gg to 585, and for variety both are used in the same 
sentence 1, 27, 5; 2, 63, 5; 44 18 53 5, 8& 93 3% 8 6. Contra 
is also parallel with tm 5, 1, 9 alia in urbem et contra 
oppidanorum eruptiones versa. The prevailing adversative 
meaning is also shown by its contrast with $70 5, 3, 7; 
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9, 4. 73 10, 7, 23 34, 8, 1 c. legem proque lege; 31, 44, 8; 
39, 32; 12; 45, 19, 6 quae pro se, an, quae contra fratrem 
petiturus esset. Personal relations are generally expressed, 
as in 3, 61, 3 contra cives . . . contra hostes. Livy has 
c. plebem and c. populum Romanum occasionally, and as 
equivalents pafrzam 7, 40, 13; 28, 28, 15 C. p. c. cives; 
vem pub. 3, 21, 25 25, 4, 7; and in 9, 1g, 6 c. nomen Ro- 
manum.  Cozíra is also used with some abstracts con- 
noting personality: 4, 56, 2; 6, 25, 55 9, 23, 17; 24, 45, 3 
spem; 27, 30, 12 fidem; 2, 56, 2 opinionem; 6, 40, 5 vo- 
luntatem; 22, 59, 17 suam naturam; 6, 4o, 5 utilitatem; 
2, 15, 2 libertatem; 5, 1, 9 eruptiones; 3, 13, 4 vi c. vim 
resistunt; 31, 44, 7 C. ignominiam prove honore; 34, 26, 6 
consensum; 44, 22, I0 adversum rumorem. With words 
indicating directive or restraining forces contra occurs 
most freely with foedus (9), lex (6), and zws (11); 22, 25, 13 
dictum; 8, 35, 5 edictum; cf. g, 34, 4 adv. e.; 3, 21, 6 sen. 
consultum. The following were noticed with designations 
of place: 3, 26, 8 trans Tiberim, contra locum; 24, 41, 5 
contra castra Romana, trans fluvium omnes consedere; 
37, 9, 8 Abydum; 37, 13, 8 fauces; 37, 15, 7 insulam; 38, 
4, 5 arcem. Notice in comparative statements 30, 10, 4 C. 
quam solet; 30, 19, 9 c. quam sanctum legibus erat. 

c. Dextra.—]f the reading is correct, though exéra is 
also given, dexfra occurs g, 15, 8 d. viam stratam, the 
determination of the reading being dependent on the 
determination of the extension of the street. 

d. Extra.—Extra (174) is used chiefly in the expression 
of local relations, and in the earlier books extra portam 
and extra vallum frequently occur, while extra ordinem 
is noticeably frequent. There are but few occurrences 
with other abstract terms: g, ro, 10 culpam; 28, 22, 2 
necessitates; 25, 28, 4 obsidionem; 34, 61, 9 non extra 
noxam modo sed etiam extra famam noxae. In a few 
places extra specifies legal exceptions: 26, 34, 3 filias; 
34, 58; I quas; 37, 7, 2 permissionem extra civium corpora 
fieri iuberent. 

€. Infra.—This word is not in common use in Livy: 2, 
7,12 Veliam; 4, 61, 6 arcem; 5, 37, 7 viam; 26, 9, 12 
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Tusculum; 32, 30, 4 locum; 39, 43, 3 infra adcubantem; 
28, 43, 5 infra aetatem fili. 

J. Intra.—Intra is used more freely in temporal state- 
ments than any other of the adjectival-adverbial preposi- 
tions 82 to 159 expressing other relations. In local state- 
ments we often find :z/ra with esse, as in 2, 40, 7 intra 
moenia sunt; 3, 17, 4 intra muros est; 3, 68, 7 iam intra 
moenia erit. Intra-local conditions are also expressed with 
a number of other verbs, as in 5, 52, 15 intra pomerium 
agere; 6, 9, 11 i. moenia caesi; 9, 37, 8 intra munimenta 
instruitur acies; 21, 53, 5 paventes i. castra in media 
Italia. 

Continere occurs with :zzra relatively more frequently 
than does /ezere, Mueller ad 2, 45, g giving the following.

nium. In a relative temporal statement intra occurs, 36, 
10, I1; 43, 9, 2; 41, 16, 8; as also Per. 49. See Steele, 
Temporal Clauses in Livy, p. 12. 4Memor?a is used in an 
indefinite statement 26, rr, r2 intra tam brevis aevi m., 
referring to the march of Hannibal. Limitation within a 
day is given 26, 34, 7 intra certam diem; and hours are 
mentioned 23, 9, 3 paucae horae sunt, intra quas . . . fidem 
obstrinximus; 37, 5, 3 intra paucas horas urbem cepit. 
&- Supra.—In local relations supra occurs with caput 
3: 17, 25 4, 22, 6; 34, 39, 6; 42, 42, 6; and with Suessulam 
four times. in the third Decade. Sometimes it occurs with

About two-thirds of 
the occurrences of su$ra with numerals are in the third 
Decade, perhaps a reflection of the work of Valerius 
Antias, nearly all giving the estimate of men killed or 
captured in battle, as in 3o, 6, 9 capta supra quinque 
milia ... equi Numidici supra duo milia septingenti. 
There are but few different statements, as 24, 11, g supra 
centum milia usque ad trecenta ... supra trecenta usque 
deciens aeris . . . supra deciens; 27, 38, 5 supra dies tri- 
ginta non pernoctaturos; 23, 12, 1 supra tris modios ex- 
plesse; and as preposition Praef. 4 ut quae supra septin- 
gentesimum repetatur. 

h. Ultra.—Ultra is most freely used to designate posi- 
tion with reference to geographical boundaries: 21, 5, 3; 
21, 7, 2 Hiberum; 5, 35, 4 cis Padum ultraque; and Taurum 
or iuga T. seven times. Beyond some point is shown 26, 
25, 17 Dium; 40, 41, 10 novam Carthaginem; 7, 24, 9; 22, 
43, 73 25, 39, 1 Castra; 25, 5, 6; 40, 37, 4 lapidem. Posi- 
tion with referencs to persons is shown 37, 39, 9 ultra 
eos equitum minus tria milia opposuit. With abstract 
terms it is more freely used: 3, 41, 4 vocem; 3, 46, 1 
minas; 8, 33, 19 iram violentiamque; 8, 24, 15 fidem; 27, 
45, 11 usum. There are also a few occurrences with 
temporal terms: 4, 39, 7 noctem; 9, 34, 21 tempus; 41, 10, 13 
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triduum. The participial construction is noticeable 28, 
28, 10 nihil ultra facile creditam mortem meam a vobis 
violatus sim. 

i. Prope.—In temporal statements prope occurs most 
freely with dem (16), as in 1, 41, 5; 1, 46, 8; 1, 48, 7; 
eight times in the first Decade. Similar to these are 1, 
35, I p. puberem aetatem; 5, 45, 4 p. quadringentesimum 
annum; 27, 5, 3 annos p. sexaginta and 32, 35, 1 p. oc- 
casum sol esset. Expressing local relations profe is used 
as is propter, e. g. 21, 37, 5 silvas; 25, 8, 5 viam; 10, 46, 14 
aedem, 59 times in all, including 2, 46, 6 te; and 1, 14, 4 
se. It is also used with a few abstract terms 25, 16, 11 
exitium; 2g, 5, 15 maturitatem; 1, 25, 13 metum; 4, 20, 7 
sacrilegium; 6, 42, 10 secessionem; 26, 48, 8 seditionem. 
Prope is also used with numerals 24, 42, 4 tria capta; 
35, 27, 15 p. quinque milia passuum. Profius with the 
accusative occurs 25 times chiefly with «7éem, while 27o- 
pror is found 33, 9, 4 media acies, quae propior dextrum 
cornu erat; 37, 56, 6 pars quae p. Rhodum Insulam est.

3. Prepositions: PREFIxEs. 


a. Ad.—Fiigner gives nearly 6g00 citations for ad as 
preposition whose frequency of occurrence makes it the 
most important of the prepositions used by Livy. The 
divisions by Fügner show that 41.5%, come under A. de 
loco, 3°, under B. de tempore, while under C, comes 
55.5"/, expressing various relations, and of these 20%, are 
gerunds or gerundives. The lexicon presentation leaves 
little to be desired, and we shall content ourselves with 
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some quotations which will illustrate the usage of Livy. 
Of those indicating local relations the larger part show 
motion to, as in 36, 24, 2 ad ea ... concursuros; 27, 43, 4

Sixty-five per cent of the occurrences of ad temporal 
are prospective = usgue ad, as in 22, 38, 3 ad eam diem 
nihil praeter sacramentum fuerat; 28, 28, 8 ad ultimum 
dementis; while in thirty-four passages wsgue ad is given, 
as in 29, 35, 15 u. ad extremum autumni gesta; 25, 12, 1 
usque ad ante diem quintum Kal. Maias. Ad extremum, 
postremum and ultimum are used with considerable freedom 
to indicate the point at which, as in 36, 28, 1 orationem 

. ita ad e. finivit, ut diceret. The line between the 


prospective and the final is not always clearly drawn, and 
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under the temporal might be classed some examples which 
may also be taken as expressing the design, e. g. 8, 10, 2 
ad ultimum discrimen servari. It is the same with the 
causal and the temporal ideas, as in 2, 54, 5; 39, 42, 12 
ad nutum; 26, 8, 3 ad nutus criminationesque; 45, 6, 9 ad

. missae. As temporal may also be given 21, 7, 3 fidem 
socialem usque ad perniciem suam coluerunt, though it 
has also consecutive force.

The most noticeable feature in the expression of finality 
is in the use of the gerund and gerundive. The usage 
with these is the same as with nouns, and at times Livy - 
has the two in parallel statements; e. g.

Adtraho occurs but once 
30, 31, 8; and advolvo g, 37, 9; some but twice, as in 2, 
43, 8; 31, 29, 1 accelero; 23, 17, 9; 30, 11, 7 adgrego; 36, 
4, 5; 45, 42, 6 adporto. 

6. Ante. Post.—Ante occurs in all 473 times, in expres- 
sions of place 1g4, of time 221 including sixteen with noun 
and participle, and expressing superiority 6, chiefly an/e 
altos, omnes and omnia. Post, on the whole, is used less 
freely than anfe (396) but more freely, with noun and 
participle as the equivalent of a time clause go times. In 
contrast with the number of occurrences expressing place 
41, are 274 expressing time, 91 with a70s, dies and 
similar words, and 1g3 with abstract nouns and other 
words from which the time of sorre action is dated. In- 
feriority is shown 2, 56, 2 post publicam causam privato 
dolore habito, similar in meaning is 3, 64, 3 libertati plebis 
suas opes postferrent; 7, 36, 10 auctor omnia posthabendi. 

c. Crrca.— Circa. (310) has practically driven out c7rcum 
which is used a few times before vowels: 2, 64, 3 Anienem; 
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4, 31, 6 Etruriam; 24, 10, 10 eam; 2g, 5, 10 urbem; 29, 
24, 9 Oram; 42, 45, r insulas, while g, 36, 6 circumiens 
saucios milites, the reading is uncertain. The local rela- 
tion to some permanent geographical point is usually 
given, less than one-sixth of the occurrences being with 
personal designations. Frequently complete enclosure is 
not indicated and merely the vicinity is given. In this 
respect the two words do not differ crew» being used 
with mz¢fo three times, and circa about a score of times. 
With the compound verbs in Zzs- we have the localiza- 
tion of dispersed activities: 3, 38, 12; 4, 52, 5; 30, I2, 10; 
35, 13, 13 36, 41, 7; 42, 51, 1 dimitto; 3, 17, 12 discedo;

The general local tone is shown by some parallelisms:

" Taken as a whole the compounds with czzcum- are not 
numerous, 26 verbs 215 occurrences, the most frequently

d. In.—Next to ad in frequency of occurrence comes 
tm, 6516 occurrences. A division of these gives for places 
and material objects 45.03%), abstract nouns 25.35%, per- 
sons 18.919, time 5.16%), adjective phrases 5.05%. In 
some phases the usage with the two prepositions is sharply 
contrasted. One of these is the limited use of prepositions 
other than aZ with gerunds and gerundives; see A. J. P. 27, 
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p..294. Another is the much freer use of 77 with neuter 
adjectives; see Friedersdorff, Book 2g, Anhang p. 114 seqq. 
These divisions however can not be taken as rigidly exact. 
Introduco in senatum occurs frequently, as in 44, 16, 4, 
but later in the account sec. 7, we find i. in curiam, as 
also 22, 1, 14; 24, 24, 6; 24, 32, 13 42, 17, 9. With other 
verbs it is sometimes 272 curiam, sometimes 2” senatum. 
Aciem and similar nouns have been put with the persons, 
and zz locum legere, sufficere and similar expressions with 
the abstracts. Not infrequent are the occurrences of 77 
with the names of peoples, as Bruttios, Lucanos, etc. 
though these may be parallel with other forms of ex- 
pression, e. g. 25, 19, 6 Fulvius in Agrum Cumanum, 
Claudius in Lucanos abit; 24, 1, 1 ex Campania in Bruttios 
reditum est. The usual meaning of zz is ‘into’ with names 
of places, but it changes both with actions and objects. 
Impetum facere im is to make an attack on; and if the 
plane is inclined zz may be ‘up’ or ‘up on’, as in 1, 10, 5 
in Capitolium escendit; 4, 34, 1 in muros evadunt. Jz 
may also indicate the sphere of distribution, as frequently 
with adivido. Compare with this 45, 30, 2 in artus . .. 
distracto; and the price for 4, 16, 2 assibus in modios 
aestimatum plebi divisit; 31, 5o, 1 binis aeris in modios 
populo diviserunt. With abstract terms entrance into some 
state is generally indicated as zz déditionem, dictonem, 
potestatem, and it is the same with abstract nouns connot- 
ing persons, as aczem, contionem, senatum. Wowever, the 
prospective end is frequently designated, as in 22, 36, 2 
scripta in supplementum; 1o, 46, 6 in stipendium conlatum;

But more frequently 
the attitude is a hostile one as with saevire tn and zmpetum 
facere in. In annum occurs most frequently of the tem- 
poral expressions indicating the prospective temporal limit 
as in adventum and especially with frorogo.

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29, 12, 15 in duos menses indutiae factae, donec Romam 
mitterentur legati. Jz dies with expressions of increasing 
or decreasing was noticed in seventy passages. Jn spectem 
occurs nearly thirty times, indicating what is virtually so, 
and sometimes contrasted with the real, as in 3, 9, 13; 
27, 45, 2 in &, re ipsa; 36, 6, 1r in s. ... re vera. J 
modum, generally with the genitive is used a little more 
freely, and 7 vicem more than fifty times. J altum for 
which Fiigner gives thirty quotations is one of the adjec- 
tives freely used, and may be considered as a fully deve- 
loped noun, while others may be taken as. adjectives. The 
following are given as illustrations, and for others see 
Friederdorff’s list: adversum 1, 12, 1; aequum 1, 12, 1;

22, I1; 24, 45, 8; 28; 25, 93 45, 23, 173 45, 25, 6. In 
occurs frequently after compound verbs but the principal 
verb depends on geographical and political conditions 
rather than on Livy's constructive method. Most noticeable 
are the compounds in /rams- after the first Decade when 
the passage of seas, rivers and mountains was necessary 
for the conducting of military movements. With names 
of places and material objects compounds in f7o- and con- 
occur nearly as frequently as those in zz- and those in 
ve- still more freely. As would be expected zz is not 
freely used after compounds in ad, though in metaphorical 
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relations acczpzo tm is not infrequent, while with adscisco 
and adsero it is the regular sequence. Jntroducco in 
senatum is occasionally used, but zz¢roeo, as in 27, 8, 73 
30, 43 5; and zz£romiffo, as in 2, 32, 8; 25, 23, 6; 42, 36, 1 
are not common. Some phrases are scattered through 
the work, as z2froduco tn senatum, while others as dwco 
or comtcto in vincula, varied by 1m catenas 29, 21, 2, chiefly 
in the first decade, are limited in area. A single set of 
quotations will show somewhat of Livy's variety of ex- 
pression: 22, 3, 11 ipse in equum insiluisset; 23, 29, 5 in 
e. transultare; 26, 4, 5 in e. accipientes; 30, 1g, 5 escendere 
ine.

Compounds with zz- are freely used, 9o with 1792 occur- 
rences, an average of 19 each. The following occur more~ 
than thirty times each, the number for the different de- 
cades being given when there is a noticeable difference 
in the distribution. Infero (176), ineo (137), ingredior (114), 
invado (49-29-19-3), invenio (97), intro (73), impedio (28-8-1 1-8), 
impono (58), instruo (16-27-10-4), inicio (16-16-23-o), increpo 
(30-9-7-3), intueor (25-11-9-4), indico (19-4-14-2), impleo 
(22-g-5-3), imploro (18-8-10-1), impetro (6-6-19-3) impero 
(2-9-12-10), induco (32), insideo (32). These nineteen include 
over 7094, of the entire number, but in contrast with them 
there is a still larger number which occur three times or

triremes ... proelium misceretur. Reciprocal relations 
are freely expressed by inter se (174), more than one-third 
being associated with compounds in coz-, indicating the 
concentering of mutual relations.

Words 
indicating masses of men, as acies, agmina, auxilia, sub- 
sidia, custodias, stationes, multitudinem, were noticed in 
48 passages, and these are rightly taken as a part of the 
personal element, e. g.

In 183 passages the 
phrase designates a period of time between two points

of times, and in other passages some word suggesting the 
temporal relations is used as bellum, strepitum, tumultum, 
er an abstract noun in -zo, as in 2, 8, 7 precationem; 2, 
20, 9 curationem; 2, 46, 3 trepidationem; 2, 53, 3 sedi- 
tionem; 4, 18, 4 dimicationem; 4, 49, 9 oppugnationem;

f. Per.— Three prepositions ad, i and fer dealing largely 
with local relations stand out prominently. Occasionally

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Epirum ad occupandas quae ad Antigoneam fauces sunt, 
misit; cf. 23, 33, 5 per Apuliam petentes Capuam media 
in praesidia Romana inlati sunt deducti ad Valerium 
Laevinum praetorem circa Luceriam castra habentem.

The larger part of the occurrences of fer in local relations 
express diametrical relations (350), as in the passages 
quoted, or less freely radial (241). This relation ‘throughout’

There are also some 
others indicating dispersive actions, as 9, 20, 10; 22, 56, 4 
vulgo; 10, 33, 7 pabulor; 3, 63, 4 fusi. 

In connection with objects whose linear relations only 
are taken into consideration ger may be translated in 
several ways. Longitudinal relations along are not infre- 
quently presented (65), especially with z/er and va, as 
2, 23, 8. per omnes vias cum clamore in forum curritur; 
5, 42, 3 Vagos per vias omnes cursus; 23, 17, 6 per vias 
inviaque . . . in urbes ... perfugerunt; 38, 23, 1 ruunt 
caeci per vias per invia; 27, 26, 3 dilapsi per itinera in 
domos; 32, 24, 3 per iter invasit. A few other illustrations 
wil be given: 2, 39, 9 praesidia per muros; 23, 43, 8 per 
muros inambulare; 27, 2g, 7; 10, 41, 6 per terram trahe- 
bant; 21, 22, 5 per oram ducit; 44, 5, 3 per proclive . . .

The translation of fer also varies with the inclination 
of the object with which it is associated. With colls, 
as in 28, 33, 11 per colles . . . circumducat equites; with 
montes, as in 34, 28, 2 brevi per montes circuitu; and 
with zzz, as in 21, 14, 2 per ruinam . . . impetu facto, 
the context will decide, if it is decided, whether the ac- 
tion is through or over. In other instances in which the

object is not penetrated the action is clearly over, as in

The location is indicated 44, 6, 9 per quattuor 
distantia loca fuit insessus; the extent is emphasized 29, 
34, 16; 44, 6, g per quinque milia; and succession 44, 6, 2 
subinde per alia atque alia pavida consilia et imperia 
trepidans. 

Per is freely used in expressing the extent of time, 
and most freely with ¢empus (51), annus (73) and des (148). 
Definite numerical modifiers are of frequent occurrences 
as well as demonstratives especially zs and zdem. Abstract 
terms indicating definite periods of time are not unusual: 
biduum (11), as in ro, 27, 6 per b. lacessiere hostem; 
triduum (19), quadriduum (g). Designations of year pe-

The temporal idea 
seems to be predominant, though in some of them another 
interpretation is possible; see Weissenborn ad 4o, 25, 7 
With 2er the phrase in some instances gives the accom- 
paniment rather than the manner of the action, as in 3r, 
42, 7 die per proelium, deinde per direptionem castrorum 
absumpto; 32,26 8 Setia per caedem et tumultum capta;

Here we place a number 
of others in which the causal and the temporal are not 
clearly differentiated and which may be taken either way: 
Most freely used of these is occasionem (27), sometimes in 
the plural, as in 39, 25, 6. Similar to these is 34, 62, 13

One of the prominent uses of fer is with the names of 
persons or of officials giving the personal means through 
which a certain end was attained. Except in frequency

In 
some passages the phrase expresses that with which 
something is in accord, as in 4, 54, 5 per leges liceret;

No comparison can properly be made between the 
occurrences of o) with the accusative and the same case 
with compound verbs in oó-.

Of the occurrences noticed 42.73%, are associated with 
prepositions, 29.31°/, with simple, and 27.95%), with com- 
pound verbs. The predominance of the prepositional form 
of statement is due to the prominence of four prepositions 
ad, in, infer and per nearly 80%, of the entire number. 
While the number of occurrences with simple verbs out- 
number those with the compounds, yet the number of 
simple verbs is far less than the compounds 430 to 9309, 
as a few of the former, e. g. cafzo. do, facto, fero, habeo 
and z//o furnish a mass of examples far greater than any 
equal number of compounds. Some points connected with 
the distribution of the accusatives are of interest. Of the 
words used as prepositions and also as prefixes ad, :z, 
infer and per are the most prominent, and may be termed 
the great prepositions. Of these zz/er is used almost 
exclusively as preposition, while in the case of the others 
the prepositional use is to the prefixal as 11 to 3. Ante 
and post with two exceptions are exclusively prepositions 
and circum (circa) in a majority of instances. Praeter 
and super are chiefly prepositions, while szé, ob and trans 
occur noticeably less as prepositions than as prefixes. 
The non-prefixed prepositions form about one-eighth of the 
entire number, adversus, ante and apud making up about 


56%. 
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A little more than 44°, of the compound verbs have 
as prefixes prepositions which take the accusative, but 
these have nearly 48°/, of the accusatives. There are more 
verbs having as prefixes prepositions taking the ablative, 
nearly 42°/), verbs in coz-, de- and ex being among those 
most freely used, but a less number of occurrences 38%. 
About 13%, have inseparable prefixes, with 14°/, of the 
accusatives. 

Stacey, Die Entwickelung des livianischen Stiles, Archivro, 
1—82, gives the evidence for a varying phraseology in 
different parts of Livy’s work, and presents at several 
points phases of Livy’s use of the accusative, e. g. prefixes 
p- 6o, frequentatives p. 65, the accusative p. 68, and verbs 
p.78. Considered merely with reference to the frequency 
of occurrence a very large number of illustrations might 
be produced showing that the phraseology was by no 
means uniform throughout. A part of this is due to other 
and parallel accounts, a part to the changing character 
of the field surveyed, and a part perhaps to changes in 
Livy's own form of expression. And taking the last as 
the least important, we may hold that the phraseology 
of the work would be largely the same had Livy written 
the last Decade first and worked back to the first. In 
this the religious and the personal elements are the most 
prominent, and dedtco, devoveo, consecro and exsecro are 
here most freely used, as are czeo, excto, posco, exposco 
and zmploro, contemno, crimino, tncrepo, minor, some phases 
of military action — desero, impedito, invado, rapere, and 
some of political action, as creare, diem dicere, dirimo, 
follo, and occipere magistratum. There are many verbs 
whose frequency in the later decades is not the same as 
in the first, as conscendo, deduco, and navigo, porto, deporto, 
and some of the forms of veho, and especially some of 
the compounds with ¢rans-, bringing men to new scenes 
of activity across the seas or mountains. These are indi- 
cations of varying phraseology but the best indication of 
variety is the fact that one-half of all the verbs occur 
from one to five times.

The logical phases of the narrative are too numerous for 
them all to be presented here. With avzmos alone Fügner 
gives about 140 verbs, some indicating mental activity, 
as gerere, habere a., but the larger part mental impres- 
sions, as /acere, lemplare, tollere a. Some other noun 
may also be used, as in 6, 15, 1 periclitatus voluntates; 
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39,25, 14 permulsissent iram. Similar to these are many 
instances of aroused mental states, as given by /acere 
spem, timor incessit, tncussit favorem. More frequently a 
verb is used in itself indicating mentality: 1, 18, 2 aemu- 
lantium studia; 39, 4o, 4 callebat res; 3, 36, 7 iudicia domi 
conflabant; 6, 28,6 Aliam . . . reformidaturos. Also with 
impersonal verbs, as $aem:fe!

41, 
20, 1 d. controversias; refutation is given as in 37, 10, 2 
verba confutaret; 2, 52, 7 plebem refutando, and also by 
refello 4, 16, 4; 32, 19, 12; 39, 52, 33 42, 45, 6. Opposite 
conditions of silence are not freely given: 36, 17, 6 ut 
aliam omnem vitam sileam; 6, 7, 4 ut legiones caesas 
taceam; 21, 43, 13; 25, 6, 10; 36, 7, 10; and 5, 25, 6 illud 
tacere. Enforced silence is shown 33, 13, 5 praeclusisse 
vocem. 

In some instances the sphere of the verbs makes them 
associates of judicial action. Of this character are accuso 
(39), @cuso (12), crimtnor (7-2-2-1), testor (9), and detestor 
34, 7, 12; 39, 10, 2; 40, 8, 11; 40, 56, 4. We find in so, 
30, 24 multam inrogemus, but ;z//o six times: 1, 49, 5; 
10, 31, 9; 31, 19, 1; 36, 39, 35 37, 2, 5; 38, 48, 4. Some 
phases of judicial action are also given by cws/od:o (6), 
tudtco (6), antmadverto (10), adtudico 3, 72, 5; dütudtco 40, 
16, 1; condemno (6), damno (1o), absolvo (11), vindico (29), 
and punto 3, 67, 5; 40, 11, 10. Actual or inferred judicial 
action is also given in 22, 29, 1 deprendit fortuna temeri- 
tatem; 40, 9, 7 Demetrium d.; 1, 26, 6; 1, 26, 11 caput 
obnube; 3, 58, 9; 31, 19, 1 bona publicare; 4, 53, 8 collum 
torsisset; 3, 13, 8 vadatus est reum; 42, 15, 3 tres .. 
subornat. 

Spondeo (8) and praesto (64) give obligations which lie 
at the basis of industrial activity, which in its commercial 
relations is best given by porto, veho and navigo. The 
phases of business life, its buying and selling are given 
by emo (9); 5, 25, 8 aurum coemerent; 25, 20, 3 frumentum 
quod coemerat; vezdo (34), and vendi£o (4). Hiring is given 
by conduco 23, 48, 11; 29, 5. 73 29. 34, 53 34 10, 4; 38, 
38, 10; 43, 16, 2; 45, 4, 6. Commodo 23, 48, 10 tempus; 
and 34, 12, 5 ne suas vires aliis commodando minuat, is 
not used with material objects, cf. in 30, 12, 19 mutuatur 
consilium. We find fidem praestare, as in 30, 12, 19, but 
also in 28, 42, 7 fraus fidem in parvis praestruit. With 
pecuniary bearing 44, 27, 8 signare pecuniam; 28, 34, 12 
pP. pernumerarent; and also in half of the thirteen occur- 
rences of zumero, as in 44, 27, 8 cum trecenta talenta... 
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numerasset; 7, 21, 8 tarda nomina.. . dissolvit; and as 
indication of general financial weal 21, 60, 9 castra militem 
ditavere; 37, 54, 13 ditare socios; 41, 20, 3 alios nihil ex- 
pectantes ditare. The source of income is given 39, 24, 2 
metalla recoluit. 

Building and tearing down of various forms are also 
shown. To give the former aedifico (12) is most freely 
used; exaedifico 1, 56, 1; 30, 1, 10; 30, 10, 5 superinstravit 
tabulas. Various forms of domolition are more commonly 
expressed. In some of the verbs this is the basic meaning, 
as with »;(or in some instances 6, 11, 8 fidem moliri 
coepit; and in compounds demolior 39, 16, 10; 42, 3, 8; 
43, 16, 4 aedes publicas d.; 33, 5, 8 quod obmolirentur. 
Some of the prefixes, as de-, dis- and oó- suggest disen- 
tegration and a number of the compounds with these 
indicate the reversal of normal conditions: 34, 5, 5 id 
destruit ac demolietur; 37, 58, 5 demergo naves; 44, 35, 8 
‘distringere copias regias; 3o, 6, 6 strage obstruebant 
itinera. 

There are some verbs originally stating facts in con- 
nection with farm life which have to a considerable ex- 
tent been transferred to the statement of other activities. 
Sero (18), is most freely used to indicate the sowing of 
strife, and consero (9-24-4-5) is associated with the fight; 
cf. 23, 19, 14 semen iniecerunt. Swepzo (6) and compounds 
partly retain the original meaning as also /o4zo (6) and 
the compounds confodio 3, 70, 7; 35, 35, 19 iacentem; de- 
Sodio 5, 40,8; suffodio 42, 59, 3; transfodto 39, 42, 12; and 
in 22, 3, 13 effodiant signum. Other illustrations of deal- 
ing with land are in 2, 10, 12 circumaro; 1, 38, 7 infima 
loca . . . siccat. 

Verbs of motion are among those most freely used, the 
number being largley increased by the compounds whose 
prefixes themselves involve motion, as ad, circum, dts-, ex, 
in, per, etc. Many of these have already been quoted or 
given in Table 1. Zo and vento are common, and more 
so fero, mitto and gero with their compounds. The latter 
(337), congero (7), egero (3) and zmgero (12), show no unu- 


sual features, but suggero seems limited to the first Decade 
5. 
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and has various meanings: 2, 8,5 auctores . . . Horatium 
S.; 4, 20, 9 annales nihil praeter nomina consulum s.; 9 
44 33 3, 11, 10 flammam ac materiam criminibus s.; ro, 
17, 6 ego suggeram quae vendatis. Only a few other 
verbs need be given: 33, 15, 13; 37, 20, § Sparserant se; 
9,43, 4 Romam is metus manaret; 44, 29, 6. These move- 
ments are the bases of military operations and no line 
can be drawn clearly separating the two, and many of 
the comings and goings are but the preludes to direct 
military operations. Devastation, shown by incendo and 
forms of vasto, etc, and death mark the progress of 
armies, but there are given many localized activities. The 
pitching of the camp is given by doco in go out of 71 
occurrences of the verb, by f$ozo in 123 out of 197, and 
metart in six out of eight. The compounds with czrcuzg- 
give several activities around the camp, às I, 49, 5 circum- 
saepio; 28, 3, 4 circumvallo; and with these may be placed 
45, 12, 5 circumscripsit regem. .A few other actions also 
as in 3, 7, 3; 3, 54, 10 convellere signa; cf. 33, 5, 7 arborem 
evellebant. Repulsion is shown 25, 26, 5 Hippocraten 
reppulit; 25, 41, 1 Hannibalem reppulisset. Table 1. gives 
the figures for the varied directions of guguo, and only 
4npugxo may be mentioned, as it is confined to the first 
Decade. In 3, 7o, 4 terga inpugnare, it keeps its military 
meaning, but in 5, 3, 7 plebem; 8, 21, 3 causam; and 9, 
34,.4 leges, the assault is political. The usual phrase for 
service is s&$endia facere, but in 3, 71, 6 we find s. me 
rentem; and in 25, 6, 16 spes emerendi stipendia adempta. 
Sorttor (80) is one of the most frequently used verbs 
with political bearing. In expressing these relations de- 
cerno (63), vmpero (3 3 libero (31) occtpere magistratum 
(8-1-1-1) pracficto (25), promulgo (19), refero (137). Some 
other words of political import may also be given: 8, 6, 8

Geographical conditions are most freely given by «o/o 
(14-8-6-1) and its compounds accolo (6), twcolo (29), and 
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circumcolo 5, 33, 10; 31, 41, 4. Notice also 7, 12, 6 adiacent 
Etruriam; and in a special description 28, 5, 8 coartant 
iter. 
A few verbs set forth some customary action: 4o, 18, 7; 
-45, I5, 5 servitutem servire; /endere manus (9) as in 3, 
50, 5, supinas tendens manus commilitones appellans orabat. 
The closing of some battle scenes is given by sepelo: 23, 
46, 5 caesos; 31, 24, 3 bello absumptos; 39, er, 7 suos s. 
et spolia legendi; 27, 28, » Marcelli corpus. Gathering 
the spoil and burying are associated in 39, 21, 7, and 
spolta legere also occurs 2, 7, 35 5, 36, 75 5; 39, 15 49, 50, 3; 
and 27, 2, 9 spolia per otium degere et congestos ... 
cremavere suos; but cremo is elsewhere associated with 
the spoils of war: 10, 29, 18; 23, 46, 5 spolia; and 41, 
12, 6 arma lecta conici in acervum iussit consul, sacrumque 
id Vulcano cremavit. The sphere of concremo, is larger 
and it is used with more nouns: 6, 33, 4 urbem; 8, 3o, 8 
arma; 21, 14, 4 domos; 5, 53, 5 vivos; 9, 12, 8 quos cir- 
cumdatos igni Samnites concremaverunt; and similar to 
these 24, 45, 14 vivos combussit; 39, 2, 7 agros vicosque 
. . . deussit; 26, 13, 10 perussit Calenum agrum. These 
.are the marks of adherescent barbarism, as in the case 
of Flamininus 39, 42, 12 Gallo . . . imploranti latus trans- 
fodisse. Some other actions are of real barbarians: s, 
-39, 1 cumulos, ut mos eis est, coacervare; 23, 24, 12 calvam 
auro caelavere; 32, 59, 3 nunc succidere crura equis, nunc 
ilia suffodere; 10, 27, 8 cervam Galli confixere; 21, 28, 11 
Galli quatientes scuta super capita vibrantesque dextris 
tela; cf. 44, 28, 14 nervos succiderunt in litore Macedones, 
One action of domestic derivation may be given: cogo 
3, 37, 4; 8, 18, 6 and 7; 34, 12, 6; and with dellam 8, 3, 2; 
cf. couceguo 4, 15, 7 senatorem c. Some artistic develop- 
ment is shown 9, 4o, 2 scuta alterius auro, alterius argento 
caelaverant; 23, 24, 12. Less brilliant is 1, 20, 2 eum 
veste et curuli regia sella adornavit; cf. 3o, 17, 9 conlau- 
datum amplissimis decorasset donis; 57, 50, 5 naves ornare 
iussus. Lxorno occurs 23, 10, 8 exornate urbem; 26, 31, 9 
urbem Romam; 41, 20, 9 Delon; 43, 4, 7 fanum Aescu- 
lapi. 
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Some passages speak of animals or at least suggest 
them as the compounds of eguzfo; 25, 16, 2 angues adlapsi 
adedere iocur; 27, 23, 2 mures aurum rosisse; 3o, 2, 9 
aurum in Capitolio corvi non lacerasse tantum rostris 
crediti sed etiam edisse; mures Antii coronam auream 
adrosere; 40, 59, 8 oleas praegustasse m.; 9, 2, 2 pecora 
. . . pascere; 25, 12, 10; 32, 11, 2; 33, 47, 3. The animal 
basis is given in 23, 17, 9 adgregantibus sese; 30, 11, 7 
a. SUOS; 34, 3, 8 religio congregavit eas; 37, 44, 5 con- 
gregantibus se; 1, 25, 7; 28, 33, 1 segregare pugnam; 45, 
22, 9; 45, 23, 7 S. causam; 38, 54, 1 Cato... adlatrare 
magnitudinem eius solitus erat, recalling the Demosthenes 
of Aeschines; 29, 34, 11 frenare equos; but 37, 15, 1 frenas- 
sent claustra maris; 6, 17, 3 plebem saginare populares

Voveo (20-10-25-3) is used most freely of the words 
having religious associations. The use of devoveo is limited — 
to the first Decade, excepting 28, 34, 5. Next to these 
come Sacro 1, 21, 3; 7, 15, 8; 8, 6, 5; 45, 28, 3; consecro 
(4-1-0-1), exsecro (6-1-2-1), obsecro 4, 3, 93 5,6, 33 6, 40, 10. 
Some other verbs are dco 1, 20, 7; 22, 37, 123 45, 33) 23 
dedico (14-3-9-4), adoro (3), expto(7), exauguror 1, 55, 2; molo 
(7), mif 39, 9, 45 39, 13, 93 Justro 1, 44, 23 39, 22, 43 41, 
18, 7; luo (6), macto (4), prospero 8, 9, 1; sancto (6), sosptto 
I, 5, 3; Vattcinor 9, 2,1; veneror 1, 5, 2; 36, 17, 15. Oppo- 
site conditions are set forth: cozscelero 40, 8, 19; constupro 
29, 17, 5; comtamino 29, 18, 8; corrumpo (15), deformo (6), 
depravo 45, 23, 10; foedo 3, 18, 9; ?nquino 9, 46, 10; 29; 
37, 11; maculo 1, 13, 2; polluo 4, 4, 7; 6; 41, 93 31, 30, 4- 

There is a large mass of verbs designating normal ac- 
tivities of life, and of these only a few can be given. 
Creo (112) chiefly of political actions, is freely used, and 
1, 3, 6 Aeneam Silvium creat, and in 10 for variety 
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procreat. 1, 34, 2; 2, 40, 6 te genuit; cf. 21, 31, 11 gurgites 
gignit; 5, 27, 6 societas quam ingeneravit natura; 21, 18, 12 
parturio; 40, 4, 4 and 5 enisa; 1, 39, 3 nutrio. 22, 17, 5 
flammas spirantium; 21, 58, 4 reciprocare animam; 9, 30, 9 
oneratos sopiunt; 24, 46, 5 magnam partem sopivit; 39, 
13, 9 reliquum vitae degere. The beginnings of actions 
are variously expressed: 42, 47, 3 bellum coepturos; zncrfto 
(11), tcoho (8), suscthro (28), ordror (5-1-5-2), exorator (6). 
Jiero (1, 12, 75 1, 48, 23 3, 12, 8; 9, 22, 6) and zmZegro (x, 
29, 53 3, 70, 63 5, 25, 11; 6, 24, 43 7, 7, 83 9, 43, 17) are 
limited to the first Decade. Redintegro occurs 1, 12, 10; 
9, 5, 6 and 31, 25, 3 r. bellum, zzstawro 10, 29, 1; 27, 14, 1; 
37, 19, 5; 27, 6, 19 unum diem; the last also 25, 2, 8; and 
novo nineteen times. A few other actions will be given: 
4 19, 5 regem resupinat; 8, 11, 6 aciem prostravisse; 9, 
6, 4; 45, 20, 9 prostraverunt se; 38, 21, 11 prosternunt 
corpora; 38, 17, 7 animos . . . prosternunt; and similarly 
stated 22, 5, 8 (motum terrae) qui partes prostravit; 4o, 
45, 3 tempestas . . . signa prostravit; 10, 36, 5 eques sub- 
sidia proculcavit. A shaping influence is given 3, 36, 1 
collegas . . . formare; and the opposite 39, 26, 4 mores 
respuere. Some passages have verbs which primarily 
bear on the physical condition: 28, 32, 3 errorem sanaverit; 
9, 16, 16 dorsum demulceatis; 44, 27, 7 debilitavit; 23, 18, 12 
enervaverunt corpora animosque. Cutting is sometimes 
shown as in 28, 32, 3 viscera secantem; and similar to 
this 21, 36, 8 iumenta secabant nivem; 42, 64, 3 spicas 
desecantem; 40, 19, 10 id persecare; 5, 21, 8 exta pro- 
secuisset; cf. 21, 45, 8 caput pecudis saxo elisit. Similar 
in meaning are 1, ro, 5 designavit finis; and 1, 18, 7 re- 
giones determinavit. 

The ways of death are various. Friedersdorff ad 28, 
22, 5 (Anhang) gives six instances of mortem consctre; 
and mortem . .. obttwros occurs 28, 22, 8, obire (11-3-1-2) 
occurring most freely with the duties to be performed. 
Occumébere is used with ablative or accusative 1, 7, 8; 2, 
7, 83 3, 50, 8; 8, 10, 4; 26, 25, 14; 31, 18, 6; 38, 58, 6; but 
the accusative should be read throughout and the reverse 
with pluo 35, 21, 3; and 4o, 19, 1. Various phases of 
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killing are given most generally by caedo (11-13-17-2) and 
occido (9-17-23-11). Interficio is used less freely (27), and 
intervimo 1, 3, I1; Iy 54, 8; 32, 22, 7 eum sua manu inter- 
empturum. Other forms are also given: 24, 26, 12 ab- 
stractam iugulant; 1, 11, 7; 2, 41, 10; 3, 13, 5; 10, 9, 4 si 
quis verberasset necassetve civem Romanum; and obtrunco 
fourteen times. Seeking death expressed by mortem op- 
jefere, occurs 21, 44, 8; 28, 19, 11; and in 45, 26, 8 pro 
patria qui letum oppetissent. 

At times the actions of the elements are given: 35, 5, 6 
torrebat aestus corpora; 39, 22, 3 ignes adusisse vestimenta ;

The move- 
ments of water are sometimes given. The regular con- 
struction with 2/40 is the ablative which has in a few 
instances been changed to the accusative: Other move- 
ments of water are in 27, 29, 9 Naupactum et Patras inter- 
fluebat; 33, 15, 1 Corinthium et Sicyonium interfluens 
agrum; 1, 21, 3 quem medium rigabat; 5, 16, 9 emissam 
per agros rigabis; 35, 9, 1; 38, 28, 4 Tiberis plana urbis 
inundavit. The violent action of the wind is shown 21, 
8, 7 omnia perscindente vento et rapiente; 37, 13, 2 in- 
crebrescente vento et maiores iam volvente fluctus; 28, 6, 10 
venti . . sé deiciunt. Similar to these are the acts of the 
tempest, as in 4o, 2, 1 and 2 tempestas coorta ... stragem 
fecit, signa . .. deiecit, forem . .. raptam tulit, signa 
evertit, fastigia . . . dissipavit; 40, 45, 2 Latinas . . . t. 
turbavit; 40, 58, 3 talis (t) Bastarnas . . . oppressit . .. 
obruti sunt cum ingenti fragore caeli tonitribusque et ful- 
guribus praestringentibus aciem oculorum. 
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
